If  vre   are  to  fully  utilize  the  key  position  which  libraries  hold  in 
national  thought  wo  must  make  the  "duration"  a  period  of  preparation  for 
the  "roconstruction"  which  is  to  come,  and  work  together  toward  tho  goal 
that  a  bettor  informed  citizenry  may  make  for  a  better  social  order.

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WORK  WITH  THE  SCHOOLS 

In  no  department  of  the  library  is  so  ready  a  response,  so  quick  a  return 
for  labor  expended  as  in  our  work  with  the  schools.  Our  aim  is  not  the  reading; 
of  many  books  but  is  rather  the  leading  of  the  children  to  the  best  in  liter- 
ature • 

In  the  Fkll  visits  are  made  to  each  school,  talks  are  given  on  the  nem 
books,  and  the  children  invited  to  come  to  the  library.  Wo  feel  that  we 
reach  every  child  in  the  parochial  as  v/ell  as  the  public  schools  and  have  the 
coaplete  co-operation  of  the  teachers. 

In  September,  Table  libraries  are  prepared  for  the  first  grades  through 
the  fourth,  including  the  opportunity  rooms,  some  1,500  books  being  in  use, 
these  are  kept  until  January  when  nev   collections  are  sent  and  kept  until  June, 
Aside  fron  these  table  libraries.  Unit  libraries  are  prepared,  consisting  of 
from  15  to  20  books  with  stereopticon  viev/s  on  any  sub;3ect  the  teacher  v/ishes. 
At  Christmas  tide  about  500  Christmas  books  are  distributed  thus  creating 
the  Christmas  spirit. 

In  October  we  start  our  story  hour  which  includes  a  cycle  and  stories 
for  special  grades.  We  also  celebrate  Library  Week,  from  450  to  500  A  2nd 
grades  coming  with  their  teachers  to  receive  their  first  library  cards*  At 
this  time  we  start  our  branch  libraries  of  from  400  to  700  volumes  which  are 
placed  in  six  of  the  public  schools  in  the  outlying  districts,  vdthin  the 
city  limits. 

Once  a  week  these  schools  are  visited  by  a  neaber  of  tho  staff  and  tho 
books  circulated,  in  April  the  books  arc  returned,  mended,  ard  made  ready  for 
the  next  year,  the  children  coning  to  the  main  library  thus  encouraging  the 
library  habit.  Our  branch  library,  v/hich  was  in  fact  a  children's  library, 
with  the  crean  of  our  children's  books  duplicated  for  the  West  Side  has 
closed  for  the  duration,  the  ariiy  using  tho  building. 

Lists  are  prepared  and  circulated  through  the  schools  for  suiiner  reading 
and  during  the  summer  books  are  sent  to  the  Canpfire  Girls  and  Blue  Birds, 
Girl  Scouts  and  Bro\vnies,  the  under-nourished  children,  and  the  Doy  Scouts. 
The  guardians  of  the  playgrounds,  the  nursery  schools,  and  all  groups  working 
v/ith  little  children  make  good  use  of  our  colleotion  of  pre-school  books. 
All  of  these  activities  have  the  one  object  of  stressing  the  importance  of 
the  reading  liabit.

Of  the  niany  varied  fonas  of  advortisinc  the  realn  of  radio  is  one  of  the 
raost  valuable*  The  library  and  its  functions  must  keep  pace  v;ith  tho  advance- 
ments of  the  rest  of  tho  world.  Publicity,  as  v/ell  as  anything  else,  has 
to  be  modern  and  up  to  date  to  sain  tho  interest  of  the  public,  for  the 
library  has  ^reat  CQmpetition  from  radios,  movies,  and  other  forms  of  enter- 
tainment. Through  the  medium  of  radio  a  larger  percentage  of  the  public  is 
reached  and  the  publicity  therefore  has  wider  scope.  The  human  beinc  is  more 
responsive  v/hen  he  is  offered  something  than  when  he  is  just  told  about 
something  and  so  it  is  a  wiser  plan  to  develop  the  radio  an^le  as  a  means 
of  library  service  rather  than  Jub*  mere  advertising. 

Tijhile  certain  fields  of  publicity  are  limited  this  is  not  true  in  respect 
to  the  field  of  radio.  Like  the  audience,  the  programs  can  be  varied. 
Much  depends  on  the  size  of  the  library,  the  torm,  and  the  radio  station 
for  the  type  of  programs  offered,  but  the  goal  in  the  end  is  the  same.  Broad- 
oasts  from  the  local  library  need  not  be  the  only  means  of  radio  publicity, 
for  there  are  many  opportunities  to  connect  the  library  up  with  other 
programs  on  the  air.  A  special  table  or  book  shelf  with  books  and  material 
on  display  v/hich  are  complimentary  to  other  programs  is  an  excellent  means 
of  creating  interest  and  offering  service  to  the  public.  The  most  important 
factor  is  to  keep  your  publicity  of  interest  and  importance  to  readers. 
The  best  publicity  in  tho  world  v/ill  be  of  no  use  if  the  library  does  not 
stand  behind  it.  So  make  your  publicity  as  good  as  your  library. 

Be  your  library  and  radio  station  large  or  small  the  efforts  of  radio 
publicity  is  time  and  again  repaid.  Lost  radio  stations  are  more  than 
willing  to  give  a  few  minutes  each  day  or  each  week  for  a  library  pro:;ram^ 
if  thoy  ere  asked.  There  is  nothing  more  gratifying  and  pleasin,^  than  to' 
have  a  borrower  request  a  book  that  was  reviewed  over  tho  radio.

"LETTER  raOM  NEW  GUINEA" 

Just  off  the  press  is  the  book,  "Letter  from  New  Guinea"  by  Vern 
Haugland  (F)arrar,  |l.50).  It  is  the  experiences  of  the  author,  an 
Associated  Press  correspondent,  who  was  forced  to  parachute  from  an 
army  plane  and  landed  in  the  jungle  of  New  Guinea  where  he  wandered  for 
42  days  before  reaching  an  allied  base. 

Mr,  Haugland  graduated  from  Bozeman  high  school  and  received  his 
B.A,  degree  in  journalism  from  the  Montana  State  University  in  1931. 
Previous  to  his  transfer  to  Australia  and  war  reporting,  he  worked  on 
the  Sentinel  and  Daily  Missoulian  in  Missoula,  the  Butte  Standard,  joined 
the  Associated  Press  in  1936  at  Salt  Lake  City  and  thereafter  worked  in 
Boise,  Idaho,  and  Los  Angeles, 
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Book  talks  by  the  staff  accompanied  by  tho  books  nnd  reading  lists 
for  distribution  arc  a  form  of  public  relations.   One  library  as  part 
of  its  war  service  sent  letters  to  clubs,  churches  r^.nd  other  organi- 
zations asking  the  priidlo^c  of  sending  a  staff  member  to  talk  for 
ten  minutes  cr  fo  on  tho  significant  nev/  books.  Staff  representation 
on  local  cultural,  educational,  recreation  and  defense  comnittees,  staff 
participation  in  canuocn  v.'ork,  the  ambulance  and  nurse's  aide  corps  are 
also  public  relations. 

Public  relations  is  as  old  as  civilizatiOa  itself  but  the  practical 
applicai^ion  is  a  developing  science.  Public  relations  exist  in  every 
part  of  the  library's  services  v;hich  touch,  in  auy  v;ay,  public  intv-jrcst; 
Focal  points  are  in  tho  loan  desks,  telephone  aftd  the  library's  program 
of  publicity.  The  success  of  the  library's  public  relations  may  be 
measured  in  the  public's  use  of  the  library  and  the  amount  of  good  v/ill 
which  exists  toward  the  library.  Public  relations  is  one  of  tht)  means 
by  which  librarians  can  attack  "what's  wrong  v/ith  libraries"  and  create 
a  public  opinion  to  secure  increased  budgets,  take  library  boards  and 
staffs  out  of  local  politics,  secure  trained  and  qualified  staff  members, 
achieve  certification,  and  retirement  pensions,  build  and  modernize 
buildings  and  extend  the  services  in  local,  cqunty,  regional,  and  state- 
wide units.

Of  course,  this  was  by  no  means  an  Assignment  to  Berlin, 
but  she  v/ould  just  as  soon  have  seen  War  in  the  Desert.  ?Iov/cvcr ,  four 
v/eeks'  time  and  the  concentrated  efforts  of  only  one  county  wore  not 
enough  to  secure  The  Peace  We  Fight  For.

The  statement  has  been  made  that  how  well  the  people  of  this  nation 
are  to  be  educated  to  their  responsibilities  as  citizens  in  a  democracy 
and  in  a  new  v;orld  order  v/ill  depend  in  great  part  on  the  leadership  of 
librarians.

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tfake  This  the  Last  War.  When  the  next  legislature  meets,  let  us  not  be 
found  v/anting.  I'evcr  let  it  be  said  that  Montana  librarians  are  Frorx 
the  Land  of  Silent  People.  The  Tine  is  Now  for  our  Prelude  to  Victoi-y;

Librarians  in  these  various  districts  are  urged  to  pay  their  dues 

to  their  chairman  promptly,  and  we  hope  that  each  library  v/ill  try 

to  show  a  100  per-ccnt  membership  this  year. 

Your  library  (Missoula  City  and  County  Library)  gets  the  blue 

ribbon  this  year  for  being  the  first  to  have  100  per-cont  momborship," 

Hiss  Eismann* s  membership  list  includes  forty-five  names.  Is  one  of  them  yours? 

Mrs,  Hazel  Christiansen,  Librarian  of  the  Big  Horn  County  Library  writes  to 
ask  of  the  public  librarians  who  road  this  bulletin,  "In  what  grade  are 
children  transferred  from  tho  children's  room  to  the  adult  department?" 
This  matter  has  developed  into  a  real  problem  in  Mrs,  Christiansen's  library. 
She  will  appreciate  hearing  directly  from  other  public  librarians  about  this 
matter.  The  procedure  followed  in  the  Missoula  Public  Library  is  detailed 
herewith. 

At  the  Missoula  Public  Library  juvenile  readers  are  eligible  to  receive 
an  adult  card  when  they  have  completed  the  eighth  grade.  Formerly  the  card 
was  not  granted  until  school  opened  in  the  fall  and  the  eighth  grade  graduate 
became  a  high  school  student.  Two  considerations  have  made  it  seem  advisable 
to  grant  adult  borrowers'  privileges  at  the  beginning  of  the  summer  vacation. 
The  first  is  that  to  do  so  provides  an  incentive  for  the  students  to  continue 
reading  during  the  summer,  Ifany  borrow  a  few  adult  titles  and  then  drift 
back  to  the  more  familiar  book  collection  of  the  juvenile  room.  Some  read 
from  both  the  adult  and  the  juvenile  departments.  Others,  who  have  probably 
been  borrowing  adult  titles  on  their  parents'  cards,  become  definitely  adult 
borrowers. 

The  second  reason  for  granting  adult  borrower  status  at  the  beginning 
of  the  summer  is  that  there  is  then  more  time  to  help  these  "young  adult" 
readers  become  acquainted  with  the  adult  book  collection,  since  tho  work  of 
making  the  many  transfers  on  the  records  is  spaced  through  the  summer  and 
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does  not  come  at  the  beginning  of  September.  At  that  time  the  work  load  is 
particularly  heavy,  due  to  the  increase  in  registration  of  both  adult  and 
juvenile  borrowers  that  always  occurs  at  the  opening  of  the  school  year,  and 
the  preparation  of  the  classroom  library  collections  and  visits  to  tho 
schools,  which  are  part  of  our  regular  routine. 

YES,  IT  WORKS  I 

Because  there  have  been  nEiny  inquiries  concerning  the  terms  of  the  contract 
existing  betv/eon  the  Commissioners  of  Missoula  County  and  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Public  Library  of  Missoula,  it  appears  that  it  may  be  of  interest  to 
readers  of  this  bulletin  to  have  them  published  in  brief  form. 

By  virtue  of  a  contract  between  the  County  Commissioners  and  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Missoula  Public  Library,  the  Missoula  County  Free  Library 
pays  $1,500.00  a  year  (approximately  one  fourth  of  its  income)  to  the  city 
library  for  housing,  janitor  service,  incidental  staff  service,  light,  hoat 
and  telephone.  The  city  of  Missoula  vdthdrew  from  the  County  Library  Service 
and  supports  tho  city  library  as  it  did  previous  to  tho  organization  of  a 
County  Unit,  The  city  library  receives  its  revenue  from  taxation  on  property 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Missoula  only.  Support  for  tho 
county  library  comes  from  taxation  on  all  property  held  in  the  county,  outside 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Hissoula,  Thus  no  property  is  taxed 
for  the  support  of  more  than  one  library. 

Each  library  budgets  its  funds  separately.  The  salaries  of  the  librarion, 
professional  assistants,  and  part-time  staff  are  paid  from  the  salary  fundfs 
of  both  the  Missoula  Public  Library  and  the  Missoula  County  Free  Library. 
The  same  staff  works  in  both  libraries,  and  both  libraries  are  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  public  library,  the  members  of 
which  are  appointed  by  the  city  commissioners.  The  librarian  of  the  Missoula 
Public  Library  is  also  librarian  of  the  Hissoula  County  Free  Library. 

The  county  library  has  its  own  book  collection,  which  is  not  available 
to  city  borrowers;  but  by  the  terms  of  the  contract,  county  borrov;ers  nay 
bo  served  from  the  city  library  loan  desk. 

The  point  to  be  emphasized  about  this  contract  is  that  it  has  worked 
successfully  for  twenty-six  years,  and  vLth   full  measure  of  satisfaction  to 
both  the  contracting  parties  and  tho  reading  public.

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DEMONSTRATION  OF  REGIONAL  LIBRARY  SERVICE  FINISHED 

The  one  hope  for  a  regional  library  in  Montans  within  the  near  future 
seems  to  have  vanished  when  the  four  cooperating  counties  divided  th©  books 
which  had  been  acquired,  and  bookmobilo  service  was  discontinued. 

Clara  II.  Roberts,  libraripn  of  the  Choteau  Public  Library  writes: 

"Our  patrons  niss  the  YIPk   bookmobile.  Wednesday,  July  14,  the 
books  v/ere  divided  among  the  four  counties  contributing  to  the  projoct — 
Cascade,  Judith  Basin,  Teton,  and  Pondera.  Cascade  succeeded  in 
getting  enough  signatures  to  guarantee  a  free  county  library.  The 
patrons  of  the  Choteau  library  (Teton  County)  are  very  disappointed 
that  v/o  T/ore  unable  at  this  time  to  be  so  fortunate.  However,  wo  hope 
to  havo  a  free  county  library  in  the  future," 

FUTHEAD  COUNTY  FREE  LIBRARY 

The  County  Library  in  Kalispcll  is  progressing  very  slowly.  As  yet,  \:o 
havo  no  furniture~not  evon  one  book  shelf.  There  are  three  tables  upon 
•which  books  are  stacked  almost  three  feet  high.  The  furniture  order  has 
tangled  with  a  number  of  priority  orders.  However,  we  are  still  hoping  it 
will  arrive  about  August  l5.  About  200  books  are  completely  cataloged,  r.nd 
we  intend  to  issue  thesa  (one  by  one)  to  over-insistent  patrons.  It  v;as 
originally  hoped  the  library  vrould  be  officially  open  by  August  1,  but  due 
to  a  number  of  difficulties,  v;e  are  now  planning  to  open  the  library  "as 
soon  as  possible".  At  present  now  light  fixtures  are  being  installed. 

We  have  a  good  collection  of  new  books,  both  adult  and  juvenile.  Collect- 
ions will  be  established  in  Somers,  Big  Fork,  Columbia  Falls,  Half  Hoon, 
Bolton,  Essex,  and  Coram  and  in  a  number  of  schools  throughout  the  countj''. 
We  hope  to  maintain  a  small  rental  collection  at  the  main  library— we  arc  nc',- 
sure  it  will  bo  a  successful  venture.     "  '  '        ^  ...

Wo  are  very  proud  of  our  large  front  windows,  v;hich,  although  thoy  arc 
still  devoid  of  evon  a  sign,  v;c  intend  to  use  soon  to  a  good  advantage  for 
display  purposes.  Very  soon  now  we  shall  display  a  new  and  very  shiny 
"shingle"  above  our  front  door,

Last  year  twonty  boxes  wore  sont  to  the  array  camps.  (This  record  doos  credit 
to  Teton  County.) 

MARKING  AN  ANNIVERSARY 
Just  four  years  ago  Volume  One,  Number  One  of  the  Montana  State  Library 
Association  Bulletin,  dated  July-August,  1939,  made  its  modest  bid  for  the 
attention  anu  interest  of' Montana  librarians.  Its  size  was  limited  to  a 
single  page;  its  contents  carried  no  pretensions  to  wit  or  wisdom;  its  appear- 
ance laid  no  claim  to  beauty.  It  was  an  example  of  strict  factual  reporbiig, 
plain  and  unpretentious.  The  project  of  putting  out  a  bi-monthly  bulletin 
was  proposed  as  a  means  of  conmunication  arjong  the  members  of  MSIA,  whose 
contact  previously  had  (with  the  exception  of  occasional  meetings  and  discuss- 
ions by  a  few  individuals)  been  limited  to  the  yearly  meeting  of  the  Association. 
To  get  it  started  the  Missoula  Public  Library  and  the  Missoula  County  Froe 
Library  volunteered  to  put  out  the  first  issue.  Other  libraries  offered  to 
sponsor  succeeding  issues,  and  before  the  meeting  of  the  Association  in 
Helerjx  was  concluded,  the  life  of  the  Bulletin  had  been  guaro  teed  for  more 
than  a  year. 

How  it  has  grown  in  size,  broadened  in  content,  and  improved  in  appear- 
ance, in  its  first  four  years  of  life  does  credit  to  those  who  have  been 
responsible  for  its  regular  appearance  on  the  desks  of  librarians  througliout 
Montana  the  past  four  years. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  in  looking  back  at  the  first  issue  that  the 
amendment  to  the  County  Library  Law  permitting  the  organization  of  regional 
libraries  had  been  passed  at  the  1939  session  of  the  legislature;  members  of 
the  Association  had  voted  to  submit  to  voluntary  certification;  and  tv/o 
Montana  authors,  Grace  and  Olive  Barnett  of  Missoula,  were  about  to  publish 
their  third  book,  GRASSHOPPER  GOLD.  These  authors  now  have  seven  titles  to 
their  credit.  But  there  are  still  no  regional  libraries  in  Montana,  and  ar 
item  in  another  part  of  this  bulletin  carries  the  information  that  the  demon- 
stration which  promised  so  well  for  the  establishment  of  a  regional  unit  has 
not  achieved  its  goal,  Montana  librarians  are  still  attempting  to  work  out 
a  plan  of  voluntary  certification,  having  failed  at  each  legislative  sussion 
to  achieve  the  certification  law  which  was  a  subject  of  discussion  among 
them  long  before  this  bulletin  was  born. 

However,  this  comment  is  not  intended  to  strike  a  note  of  pessimism. 
The  history  of  the  Association  reveals  that  none  of  our  major  gains  v/orc 
achieved  m  thout  years  of  planning  and  hard  work.  And  this  Bulletin  which 
has  proved  a  successful  cooperative  project  is  in  itself  no  small  achiever K;nt. 
It  has  demonstrated  that  we  can  work  together  as  a  group;  it  has  served  as 
a  means  of  informing  the  membership  on  matters  of  policy  and  on  pending  le^;3s- 
lation;  and  it  has  brought  tho  librarians  of  Montana  together  in  clearer 
understanding  of  professional  problems,  in  unity  of  effort  tovmrd  their 
solution,  and  in  closer  personal  acquaintanceship,  bridging  tho  long,  long 
miles  which  Montana  counts  in  hundreds. 

As  the  Missoula  Public  Library  and  tho  Missoula  County  Free  Library  agrxv: 
send  out  an  issue  of  the  Montana  State  Library  Association  Bulletin,  it  is 
with  a  feeling  of  satisfaction  that  a  previously  untried  venture  has  proved 
successful,  and  a  confident  hope  that  this  very  unimposing  publicatior  I'lay 
continue  to  grow  in  information,  interest,  and  influence.

Nor  can  nany  I.!or'.>ana  librarior.  afford 
to  build  up  a  crJleution  of  ta.Tking  books  for  thir  relatively  snail  runber 
of  potent La"^.  ""oadors*  But  there  is  a  ninimvm  ce-'n.oe   to  this  handicapped 
group  thai;  eer-err.j.  li^vraries  are  giving,  and  perhaps  several  more;  night 
afford;  :hat  is  providing  ther  the  opportunr.ty  to  read  The  Reader's  Digest 
Talking  Book? 

The  records  of  each  issue  of  this  talking  book  are  ready  shortly  after 
the  magazine  itself  has  appeared  on  the  nev/sstands;  they  go  through  the 
nails  postage  frGc?  and  they  are  packed  for  easy  handling  by  the  blind 
borrov/crs.  The  library  which  circulates  then  pays  a  yearly  subscription 
fee  for  this  nervioo. 

liany  of  our  blind  borrowers  are  taxpayers,  but  have  been  unable  to  avail 
thonsclves  of  any  of  the  library  services.  Here  is  an  opportunity  for 
public  libraries  to  give  service  v/horo  it  is  greatly  needed  and  deeply 
appreciated.  The  Dcpartnont  of  Public  Welfare  in  Helena  will  supply  details 
concerning  the  distribution  of  this  periodical  for  the  blind.

ADULT  EDUCATION 

Montana  librarians,  what  are  you  doing  about  adult  education?  Are 
you  keeping  pace  with  its  possibilities  now  and  do  you  realize  the  place  of 
adult  education  in  the  postwar  world? 

We  need  to  plan  now  for  the  men  who  ?tre   already  being  demobilized 
from  military  service  because  of  age  or  physical  disability.  Many  of  these  men 
will  be  drawn  back  into  familiar  occupations,  but  for  others  there  will  be 
positions  in  new  fields.  Is  your  library  ready  to   be  an:  active  force  in  help>- 
ing  these  men  to  become  trained  for  their  new  jobs? 

Are  you  up-to-fche-rainute  in  your  knowledge  of  the  community's  plans 
for  the  postwar  period?  Is  the  public  library  a  part  of  those  plans? 

Of  course,  we  are  busy  and  it  seems  impossible  to  introduce  any  new 
seirvice  for  our  readers.  But  have  we  really  eliminated  everything  that  is 
inessential  in  our  daily  routine?  If  your  answer  is  "yes",  then  you  will  have 
to  perform  -■?  miracle  by  doing  the  impossible.  Adult  education  is  increasingly 
important  and  either  the  library  will  meet  its  challenge  or  become  in  fact  the 
nonentity  which  far  too  many  people  think  it  is  today. 

Adult  edupation  specialists  are  busy  making  suggestions  for  postwar 
service  of  libraries,  but  no  matter  how  brilliant  these  suggestions  are  they 
will  be  largely  ineffective  unless  we,  the  librarians  in  small  towns  and  cities, 
translate  them  into  action. 
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The  chairman  of  the  MSLA  adult  education  conunittee  wents  your  suggest- 
ions as  to  ways  in  which  the  committee  can  be  of  help  to  you.  Would  you  liW^ 
the  committee  to  act  as  a  clearing  house  for  pertinent  suggestions  in  the  field 
of  adult  education?  Or  just  what  would  you  like?  If  you  are  willing  to  serve 
on  the  adult  education  committee,  please  write  to  Dorothy  Huston,  Chairman, 
MSLA  Adult  Education  Committee,  Parmly  Billings  Memorial  Library,  Billings, 
Montana .

THE  WORLD  CALENDAR 


In  response  to  a  request  from  the  President  of  the  Montana  State 
Library  Association,  the  following  summary  of  the  main  points  in  the  proposed 
world  calendar  is  presented. 

To  quote  from  The  World  Calendar,  a  pamphlet  published  by  the  World 
Calendar  As-sociation,  Inc., 

"Since  the  present  calendar  was  adopted,  the  world's  tempo  and  mood 
have  changed.  The  face  of  our  world  has  changed.  Our  lives,  our  habits,  and 
our  needs,  have' -changed.  Civilization  is  ever  devoted  to  the  ideal  of  pixjgress- 
to  make  life  simpler  and  better  for  all  people.  To  adapt  the  calender  to  that 
ideal  is  a  logical  move  for  progress," 

The  proposed  calendar  is  3^5  days  long  with  ^n  extra  day  inserted 
every  four  years*  Since  365  is  not  divisible  into  quarters,  one  day  is  set 
aside.  7/ith  364  as  the  base,  the  year  is  divided  into  four  quarters  of  91 
days  each.  The  first  month  of  each  quarter  contains  31  days  each;  the  others, 
30,  Thus  January,  April,  July,  and  October  have  31  days  in  the  world  calendar. 
Every  quarter  would  begin  on  the  same  day,  Sunday.  Thus,  the  same   date  of  the 
month  would  come  on  the  same  day  of  the  week  every  year.  National  holidays, 
according  to  the  Association,  could  be  arranged  so  that  they  all  came  on  Monday, 
Now  we  come  to  the  365th  day  which  was  set  aside.  This  day  would  come  at  the 
end  of  Deoember  and  it  is  recommended  that  it  be  a  World  Holiday, 

If  the  World  Calendar  Association  is  successful  in  its  planning,  the 
World  Calendar  will  go  into  effect  1945.  To  date  fourteen  nations  have  signified 
their  endorsement  of  the  calendar. 

Since  the  MSLA  President  wished  our  Association  to  go  on  reoord  as 
approving  or  disapproving  the  world  calendar,  each  member  should  give  the  matter 
her  serious  attention.

An  article  on  regicn^al  libraries  appearing  in  a  library  bulletin,  like  a 
sermon  pre^^ACbed  for  the  regeneration  of  sinners,  will  seldom  reach  the  aud- 
ience for  ^vhich  it  is  int-^jndedc  The  sinners  probably  were  not  present  to 
hear  the  sermon,  and  thoso  individuals  of  the  reading  public  who  night  make 
the  bf.-st  uz('   of  information  on  regiodl  libraries  will  probably  never  see 
an  issue  of  tlie  Lontpna  State  Librai^r  Association  Bulletin.  I  am  assuming 
that  all  librarians  who  read  the  Bulletin  are  infoimed  as  to  the  nature  of 
regional  libraries,  hovj  they  operate,  and  what  they  mi^ht  do  toward  serving 
the  r\ore  thinly  populated  regions  of  our  state.  But  at  this  point  I  recall 
that  the  first  lesson  stressed  on  that  first  day  in  library  school  was  to 
"take  nQthin'3  for  granted''.  So,  perhaps  I  should  .not  assume  that  all  librar- 
ians of  the  state  have  thounht  about  regional  libraries  as  have  those  of  us 
who  are  priviliged  to  do  extension  v;ork  in  the  county  field, 

A  regional  library  might  be  defined  as  a  library  serving  an  area  larger 
than  a  single  county,  but  not  encompassing  the  whole  state.  The  regional 
library,  conceived  as  a  Montana  institution,  might  reasonably  be  supposed 
to  extend  its  service  over  tvjo,  three,  or  four  counties,  the  number  "of 
counties  participating  being  deterrrdned  by  their  geographic  size,  distribu- 
tion of  population,  and  transportation  facilities  to  the  remote  points  of 
the  territory  from  the  centrally  located  library* 

Such  a  regional  unit  can  be  established  by  an  agreement  entered  into 
by  two  or  more  counties,  or  by  a  contract  betv;een  a  county  desiring  library 
service  and  an  already  established  library  in  a  neighboring  county.  Those, 
in  brief,  are  the  provisions  of  the  law.  The  detailed  procedures  are  clearly 
stated  in  the  I.ontana  County  Library  Law,  and  the  amendments  thereto,  and 
need  not  be  explained  here.  Your  county  attorney  can  produce  a  copy  of  the 
law  and  explain  its  provisions. 

Procedures  for  establishing  a  regional  libjrary  are  not  complicated? 
the  need  for  them  is  woefully  apparent;  their  support  is  riot.  excessive, 
Vilhy,  then,  are  there  no  regional  libraries  in  Montana? 
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Regional  Libraries  {ton) 

Peziiaps  one  answer  lies  In  the  people  themselves,  tlios«  who  would  de- 
rive the  most  benefit  from  regional  library  service,  iiany  -  perhaps  the 
majority-  of  them  have  never  knovj  library  service  of  any  kind,  or  their 
experience  has  been  v<ith  a  service  so  limited  that  they  simply  do  not  know 
whajt  they  are  missing.  And  havinc  no  appreciation  of  what  riches  a  few 
dollars  in  tax  money  iiicht  provide  through  a  regional  library,  they  are 
reluctant  to  Increase  the,  tax  burden  even  by  the  levy  of  a  fraction  of  a 
mill.  Perhaps,  too,  they  have  observed  the  inadequate  service  offered  by 
some  of  our  poorly  •supported  county  libraries  and  have  decided  that  service 
of  that  type  is  not  greatly  to  be  desired. 

Another  possible  and  partial  answer  may  lie  with  the  librarians.  They 
are  the  logical  persons  to  explain  what  a  regional  library  is,  how  it  fun- 
ctions, and  what  it  r.ight  do  for  underprivileged  rursuL  communities.  Their 
leadershiT)  is  needed,  I.  any  potential  readers  do  not  know  that  there  is  a 
law  on  cur  statute  books  making  possible  the  establishment  of  county  and 
regional  libraries,  'iVho  is  to  tell  them  if  it  is  not  the  librarians? 
Tt.ese  librarians  are  employees  of  the  city  or  town,  and  may  feel  that  they 
have  no  obliGiticn  to  carry  the  message  of  library  extension  and  its  ben- 
efits beyond  the  borders  of  the  locality  that  employs  them.  Some,  I  suspect, 
aia  too  well  satisfied  with  the  status  quo,  and  hesitate  to  promote  an  under- 
taking that  might  lead  to  extensive  reorganization  and  increased  work. 
Others  may  ho.^itate  to  initiate  a  movement  when  there  is  no  guarantee  of 
success,  forgetting,  perhaps,  that  many  libraries  have  been  established  only 
after  years  of  effort. 

Other  factors  retarding  the  establishment  of  regionsl  -  as  well  as 
county  -  libraries  are  the  rivalry  and  jealousy  existing  betxveen  various 
amnli  localities.  It  seems  to  be  the  general  opinion  of  the  citizens  of 
any  tovrai  or  village  that  unless  their  particular  town  or  village  is  the 
sjte  of  the  rogional  or  county  Ijbrary  that  they  will  not  share  propor- 
tionately in  its  benefits.  They  have  long  been  accustomed  to  having  all 
other  'county  offices  located  at  the  county  seat,  but  their  library  like 
their  school  they  feel  should  be  close  at  hand.  There  is  also  an  almost 
universal  reluctance  to  making  their  own  book  collection  a  part  of  the 
holdings  of  the  regional  or  county  library,  and  a  general  misunderstanding 
that  this  will  be  required  of  them.  Any  community  can  retain  its  own  book 
collection  intact  and  still  share  in  the  resources  and  services  of  a  county 
or  regional  unit.  And  in  reality,  it  matters  little  where  in  a  region  the 
library  is  erftablished,  if  it  is  the  ri  :ht  kind  of  a  librsry.  If  it  is, 
the  greater  part  of  the  books  rail  not  be  found  re^^osing  on  the  shelves 
of  the  central  library.  At  least  two  thirds  of  them  uill  be  circulating 
from  the  stations  and  schools  throughout  the  region,  i>nd  the  books 
waiting  on  the  shelves  of  the  central  library  are  alivays  on  call  for  the 
use  of  any  borrower,  even  in  the  most  remote  part  of  the  library's  ter- 
ritory. Anything  that  librarians  can  do  to  clarify  these  points  and  break 
dovm  rivalries,  prejudices,  and  misunderstandings  is  spade  work  for  lib- 
rary extension, 

V/lth  the  formation  of  the  Flathead  County  Library  (1942)  and  the  Cas- 
cade County  Library  (1943)  Lontana  has  fourteen  regularly  established  county 
units.  Should  there  be  a  county  library  in  each  of  the  fifty-six  counties? 
In  the  opinion  of  this  writer  the  answer  is  no.  There  should  be  adequate 
library  service  praficiea   to  erary  ji^esldant  of  the  state,  but  it  ip   doubtful  •

if  a  library  in  each  covmty  could  in  e-^ery  instance  provide  service  that 
could  be  classed  as  adequate.  A  miniriivun  amoimt  of  revenue  required  to 
proTid?  service  of  that  stanJard  in  Montana  is  probably  about  six  thousand 
dollars  yearly.  The  state  lf|\v  sets  a  naxiir.ur.i  of  one  laill  as  a  levy  for  the 
support  of  countywide  librar;'  service.  In  the  wore  thinly  populated  regions 
of  our  state  the  total  taxable  valuation  of  property  v.'ithin  the  county  is 
loxv,  Jnleijs  the  county  corjiTiissioners  will  levy  the  full  mill,  and  unless 
the  revenue  prcducad  by  that  rcill  levy  is  sufficient  to  enable  a  county 
library  to  operate  efficiently  and  extend  its  distribution  of  books  to  the 
reaioteat  corners  of  the  county,  then  a  better  and  niox*e  economical  means  of 
gfctcing  books  to  the  rural  coimnunities  should  be  found,.  A  cotmty  imit 
operalinf"  at  fifty  per  cent  efficiericy  or  less  due  to  lack  of  financial 
support  cannot  furnirh  a  type  of  library  service  that  reconmends  libraries 
to  taxpayers  as  a  tjorthwhile  investment. 

It  was  for  these  areas  of  low  taxable  valuation  that  the  provisions  of 
the  law  relating  to  regional  libraries  were  especially  devised,  '\'?Jan  several 
counties  unite  in  the  support  of  a  regional  library  unit  only  one  building 
is  needed  to  house  the  book  collection,  instead  of  the  several  that  would 
be  required  if  each  county  had  its  oxvn  library.  This  means  one  building 
to  lighi  and  heat  and  keep  in  repair.  One  librarian  can  administer  the  affairs 
of  a  rosional  library  as  xvell  as  a  county  unit,  and  only  ona  ox'scutiiie  salary 
is  reqi^ired.  The  same  books  can  be  read  by  rr.ore  people,  and  so  there  can  be 
more  books.  One  card  catalog,  and  one  collection  of  reference  bocks  can 
serve  r.everal  counties  as  well  as  one.  The  one  library  staff  is  all  that 
is  needed,  lo  may  be  slightly  larger  than  would  be  required  by  a  county 
unit,  but  not  neaifly  so  large  as  would  be  needed  by  several  couiity  units. 
In  uniting  to  share  the  expense  each  county  pays  less  than  if  it  were 
supporting  its  ovm  unit  adequately.  Each  has  helped  to  provide  a  larger 
book  collection,  a  better  qualified  staff,  and  a  broader  and  more 
efficiently  adriinistcred  library  service  to  all. 

Another  possible  ansxver  to  the  problem  of  rural  library  service  is  a 
State  Library  extending  its  activities  to  all  parts  of  the  commonwealth. 
But  such  a  library  can  seldom  come  as  close  to  the  people  as  a  library  in 
or  near  their  own  community,  where  they  are  probably  acquainted  Tsrith  the 
librarian  or  one  of  her  assistants,  whore  each  custodian  is  a  local  resident^ 
and  where  they  can  consult  personally  about  their  reading  tastes  and  problems. 
Such  personal  contacts  build  interest,  and  good  will,  and  confidence;  and 
through  these  comes  an  enviable  opportunity  for  service, 

Nearly  half  the  population  of  I.;ontana  is  without  library  service  of  any 
kind;  and  another  substantial  percentage  does  not  have  the  type  of 
service  that  can  be  considered  adequate.  Perhaps  ragional  libraries  do 
not  provide  all  the  answers;  but  mitil  a  type  of  library  appears  that  seema 
to  offer  more,  let  us  as  an  association  of  librarians  and  as  individual 
librarians  try  to  lay  the  groundv^ork  for  regional  libraries  in  IContana, 
Does  not  the  true  librarian  still  have  something  of  the  old  missionary 
aplrit  that  has  Xor^   characterized  the  profession?

KESTSRK  POLICY  COl^IITIEE 

NORTEC.^  PLAINS  tEETING. 

Billincs,  Lontana,  Nov. 12-13  1943 
The  w'estem  Policy  Cormnittee  asked  some  thirty  people  to  meet  in 
conference  on  the  problems  which  confront  the  Northern  Plains  Region, 
people  from  the  Dakotas,  Alberta,  Nebraska,  Colorado ,  lontana,  and 
V/yoxfiing,  These  people  were  representatives  of  Agricultural  institu- 
tions, organized  farm  and  ranch  croups,  federal  asencies,  farmers  sad 
raAchers,  There  were  many  viexvpoints  presented,  some  of  them  conflict- 
inc,  and  tho  ^reat  value  of  the  conference  lay  in  the  frank  discussion 
of  these  conflicting  interests,  and  hov;  they  Lii-ht  be  reconciled  in 
action  pro^rairis  to  the  advunta'~,e  of  the  region  as  a  whole.  Lany  of  the 
discussions  centered  In  the  booklet  •^The  Northern  Plains  in  l«'orld  of  . 
Chanr:e'*,  which  r;as  sponsored  by  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  and  v/as  a 
cooperative  study  by  Carl  F.  Kraenzel  of  Lontana  State  College,  and 
othere. 

Krs.  Lois  Payson  of  the  I.ontana  State  College,  and  Miss  Largaret 
Pulmer  of  the  Parraly  Billings  I.amorial  Librai^',  represented  the  library 
angle  of  the  action  and  education  program.  One  of  the  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station  directors  said  that  it  was  the  first  time  in  his 
long  experience  thit  a  librarian  had  been  interested  enough  in  rural 
problems  to  attend  an  agricultural  conference,  and  he  found  it  hopeful, 
for  the  rural  person  of  the  Horthem  Great  Plains  has  not  received  evisn 
a  minimum  of  library  service. 

I'iss  Fulmer  read  a  paper  on  the  work  of  her  library  in  fostering 
discussion  and  forura  groups.  She  had  also  arranged  a  helpful  and  attrac- 
tive book  and  panphlet  display  of  material  pertinent  to  the  Northern  . 
Plains,  regional  development,  etc,  which  vras  useful  and  stimulating 
for  the  conference  as  a  whole.

Liss  Alice  h.   Farquhar,  Chairnan  of  the  Adult  Education  Board 
of  the  American  Library  Association,  in  her  annual  report  focuses  our 
attention  upon  adult  education  as  a  challence  to  all  of  us.  To  quote 
Miss  Farquhr.r: 

"The  forward  look  is  at  the  same  time  encouraging  and  discouraging. 
It  is  encouraging  because  the  ivar  has  trained  people  to  look  to  their 
public  lilvar^^  fur  the  answers  to  their  questions  and  the  solution  of 
their  problems,  because  of  our  more  understanding  relationship  with  labor, 
the  many  current  experiments  vjith  films,  bookmobiles,  pamphlet  selling, 
and  discussion,  and  the  excellent  blueprints  for  service  already  mentioned. 
Because  of  these  the  future  promises  the  greatest  opportunity  for  adult 
education  ever  presented  to  the  public  library  and  the  greatest  challenge 
to  our  ability  to  meet  it.  It  is  discouraging  because  of  the  fear  that 
the  challenge  is  greater  than  our  ability  to  meet  it, 

"It  is  a  challenge  which  will  not  permit  drifting  and  delay.  It 
is  a  challonge  to  our  faith  in  the  power  of  library  education  which  will 
not  tolerate  the  xvldespread  narrov/  concoption  of  adult  education  which 
still  holds  nor  the  half-hearted  support  it  usually  receives.  It  is  a     • 
challenge  to  our  ingenuity  in  devising  and  adapting  educational  methods 
suitable  to  library  use  and  in  planning  effective  programs  for  the  small 
as  vjell  as  the  large  library.,, There  must  be  more  eraphasis  on  work  with 
young  adults, , .There  must  be  greater  understanding  of  group  motivation 
and  social  psychology,  more  experimentation,  more  use  of  new  materials 
and  techniques,  more  coordination  with  community  education  in  general, 
"better  trained  personnel. ,, It  will  be  a  challenge  to  our  cooperative 
ability,  for  libraries  alone  cannot  make  enlightened  citizens  of  the 
entire  adult  population,. .It  is  a  challenge  to  our  intelligence  on  issues 
and  to  our  knowledge  of  the  best  techniques  for  presenting  them  to  the 
people.  It  is  a  challenge  to  our  courage,  which  the  strength  of  our 
convictions  must  help  us  to  meet. 

"Last  of  all  and  most  important,  is  a  challenge  to  our  ability  to 
put  first  things  firstv»»Adult  education  in  the  coming  years  must  turn 
again  to  the  great  truths,  we  r.ust  again  convert  our  institution, 
this  time  from  a  war  to  a  peace  effort.  The  learners  will  be  ready 
for  us.  They  are  already  demonstrating  their  receptiveness.  Will  those 
of  us  responsible  for  the  adult  education  prograra  be  prepared  to  help 
them?"

A  county  library  branch  brings  the  books  to  busy  people 4  It 
is  more  personal  and  intimate  than  a  (^ity  library.  The  collection 
is  small,  and  therefore  it  is  easier  for  the  uninitiated  to  find 
the  books  they  wish,  and  if  they  can't  find  them,  the  librarian  can 
borroTv  them  from  the  uain  library. 

Orchard  Homos  is  only  two  miles  from  I'issoula,  sc  one  mi^ht 
think  thut  there  is  no  n^ed  for  u  branch  there:  but  the  branch 
library  is  located  in  the  Community  r.ivb  house,  and  i.s  open  after- 
noons twice  each  month  when  the  Woman's  u-'' ub  hold'n  ita  men  tine?. 
Bcok"^  a.ve  distributed  before  and  after  the  m"?ct.ing,  ine  women,- 
not  only  read  the  books  themselves,  but  obey  sel-wct  books  f  o-  their 
families.  Some  of  o"ar  most  onthuro'atic  ucrrowers  aro  the  men  whom 
we  n^ver  see,  but  who  do  not  alio.,  theii*  v.ivis  to  lo-cgct  a  Woman':, 
Club  meeting,  because  of  the  library  bcok^ . 

One  old  gentleman  sits  ^nd  reads  all  day^  His  daughter  re- 
ports tiict  she  doesn-t  knew  v/hat  he  would  do  without  nur  --jbraiy 
books c  In  a  rural  community  +he^e  are  long  v/jnter  evenings  alen 
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a  book  is  a  pJ.easant  diversion,   uur*  adult  branch  is  used  mainly 
for  recreation  and  entertainment.  Western  and  detective  stories 
are  popular.  Modern  boolcs  of  travel,  biography  and  war  books  are 
read.  The  branch  librarian  also  secures  books  and  material  for 
members  to  aid  them  in  preparing  club  papers. 

With  the  gasoline  shortage  it  is  a  great  convenience  to  have 
the  books  in  tbe-nelGhtorhoo'-''.  instead  of  having  to  go  into  town 
to  borrow  them. 

We  also  have  a  collection  of  pictvire  books  #iich  do  not  cir- 
culate but  which  the  little  children,  vrho  come  to  club  with  their 
mothers,  look  at  during  the  iieating. 

There  is  a  branch  at  tha  Hawthorne  School  for  the  children. 
Th3s  branch  is  onen  one  morning  each  v;eaV,  the  children  are  ex- 
cured  frou  cj.asseb.  tind  on"^^  graJc  et   p.  tiiiie  comes  int'^  the  lunch 
room,  where  che  libra.-^y  cupboPrds  are  pl?.ued.   Special  coUect- 
ions  of  txmely  intcrer^t  "^ire  tipi-ad   on  tn i  Ijuich  tables. 

The  children  are  vo-'acio-^.s  ..'es.de:: s.  Even  the  first  graders 
take  out  pre-primers,  and  hun";  for  ?irord3  which  they  can  reed.  An 
interest  in  reading  is  created,  and  this  contact  with  books  gives 
them  an  added  incentive  to  learn  to  read. 

The  children  look  forward  all  week  to  Friday,  library  day. 
The  older  children  read  their  books  during  the  week  end,  bring 
them  to  school  Monday  morning,  and  exchange  with  one  another,  so 
that  many  books  are  read  four  or  five  times  before  they  a.-^e  re- 
turned. 

The  library  subscribes  to  several  magazines --Child  Life, 
Boy's  Life,  American  Girl,  Popular  Mechanics  and  Popular  Science, 
the  last  tv/o  being  the  most  popular.  The  back  numbers  are  kept 
and  circulated,  and  often  as  many  as  twenty- five  copies  of  Popu- 
lar Mechanics  will  circulate  in  one  week. 

The  teachers  report  that  the  children  who  are  constant  read- 
ers of  library  books  have  a  wider  range  of  interest,  a  larger 
vocabulary,  and  make  better  grades  in  the  Achievement  Tests  which 
are  given  each  year.   In  the  school  library  the  non-fiction  books 
outstrip  the  fiction  in  circulation. 

The  library  branch  is  y/orth  while  because  it  enriches  the 
lives  of  its  readers,  and  brings  joy  to  little  children*

A .  L .  A  .  •  S  POST'TIR  PLANNING 

The  Postwar  planning  Committee  of  A.L.A.  was  created  in 
1941,  The  formula  of  this  committee  is  that  librarians  must  help 
clarify  issues  and  encourage  reading  and  thinking  about  them  but 
avoid  trying  to  impose  conclusions . 

A  number  of  institutes  were  organized  with  the  purpose  of 
giving  librarians  an  opportunity  to  inform  themselves  v,'ith  the  help 
of  specialists  (more  or  less  an  experiment  in  postprofessional 
education). 

They  have  endeavored  to  increase  the  f low  of  essential 
government  publjcatjons  to  libi-aries,  to  get  from  Washington  and 
relay  to  librariaiir  inxo^iiietion  needed  by  them  in  operating  under 
war  conditions,  to  advise  tovei-rment  ^.genc.ies  when  libi-aries  a^-e 
called  upon  to  assis'c  in  f<r.veriiEen'*"'al  programs,  and  to  keep  oe- 
fore  officials  the  essentiality  of  bo )k£  and  library  service. 
Much  useful  information  and  advice  and  many  govcrnrient  puDli- 
cations  needed  in  an  emergency  hav<_  been  sent.  or.'c  by  the  Library 
of  Congress . 

A  number  of  publications  and  articles  have  appeared  on 
various  phases  of  postwar  planning  since  1941.  P.n   important  one 
is  "Government  Publishing  in  V/ar  Time"  (College  an^  ■Resea-r-ch 
Libraries,  March  iy4'5;.   Another  one  is  the  "Postwar  Standards 
for  public  Libraries".  Alsc  worth  mentioning  is  Beatr.icc  kos- 
sell's  "Public  Libraries  in  the  Life  of  the  Nation''. 
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Two  of  ohe  very  jmp'-^rtant  p.Tob.len'.s  nov:  being  discussed  "by 
committees  are:  1.  readjustment  after  the  war  and,  2.  aid 'to 
libraries  in  v;ar  areas.  -  A  ,-ublication  regarding  the  first  pro- 
blem is  expected  to  appear  very  shortly.   Funds  for  aiding 
libraries  in  war  areas  which  have  been  bombed  or  otherwise  de- 
stroyed have  primarily  been  provided  by  the  Rockefeller  Found- 
ation, Several  thousand  dollars  vrorth  of  scholarly  magazines  have 
already  been  purchased  for  this  purpose. 

Postwar  standards,  it  is  hoi,.ed,  will  be  useful  to  librarians 
as  a  measuring  stick  of  the  adequacy  and  efficiency  of  present 
public  library  service  and  as  a  guide  in  planning  public  library 
development  for  the  immediate  future  and  for  the  postwar  period. 
The  committee  expects  to  do  some  actual  planning  for  public  library 
development  in  cooperation  with  regional  and  state  leaders  and 
interested  federal  agencies.  These  standards  are  set  forth  in 
the  publication  mentioned  above  titled  "Postv/ar  Standards  for 
Public  Libraries".   It  is  an  A.L»A.  publication.  These  Standards 
are  set  forth  for  the  following  elements  of  library  service:  ser- 
vice, government  and  administration,  size  and  area,  finance, 
buildings,  book  collections,  personnel  and  technical  processes. 
The  five  methods  of  stating  standards  used  are:  1.  general 
qualitative,   2.   statistical,  3.  satisfactory  minima  of  libr- 
ary service,   4.  proportions  and  ratios,   5,   specific  service

AEF  BOCKi^   ESSENTIAL? 

About  the  Lo.st  industry  that  one  would  expect  to  see  dis- 
criminated against  ^.n  thxs  country,  in  7/ar  or  peace,  is  the  print- 
ing and  publisxilng  of  books.  Yet  according  to  the  War  Committee 
of  the  Book  Publishers'  Bureau,  spealcing  for  the  producers  of  90 
per  cent  of  the  nation's  printed  volumes,  this  is  happening.   The 
War  Manpower  Commission  and  the  War  production  Board  do  not  seem 
to  regard  permanent  literature  as  essential. 

If  books  ate  up  mountains  of  paper  and  oceans  of  ink  and  re- 
quired armies  of  workers,  the  attitude  would  at  least  be  under- 
standable.  In  fact,  book  publishing  alone  employs  a  liotle  more  than 
5,000  men  and  women  and  book  manufacturing  employs  a  little  more 
than  three  times  as  many.  Books  require  six-tenths  of  1  per  cent 
of  the  paper  processed  in  this  country,  and  somewhat  less  than 
one-tenth  of  1  per  cent  of  the  country's  "gray  goods"  is  annually 
used  for  binding  cloth.  A  few  people  and  a  small  amount  of  mat- 
erial were  needed  for  the  275,000,000  volumes  that  may  have  been 
turned  out  last  year  or  the  comparable  niimber  this  year:  about 
tvro-fifths  classified  as  general  literature  and  juveniles,  the 
remainder  devoted  to  lay;,  medicine,  reli,t,ion,  science  and  tech- 
nology or  listed  as  textbooks  or  books  of  reference. 

It  is  late  in  the  clay  to  have  to  make  an  argument  for  books-- 
books  as  teachers  and  friends,  books  as  news  that  is  sometimes  so 
good  that  it  lasts  for  generations,  books  as  tools,  books  that 
beguile  the  soldier's  tedium  and  comfort  him  when  he  is  v/ounded  or 
sick.  The  output  of  books  is  up  about  30  per  cent  over  1942,  and 
30  per  cent  of  the  enlarged  total  is  going  to  the  Government  and 
to  the  armed  services. 

Book  publishing  might  prosper  in  time  of  v;ar  with  restricted 
output  and  higher  retail  prices.  The  book  consumer  v/ouldn't 
prosper.  Nor  v/ould  the  advancement  of  learning  or  even  the  vmr 
effort »  The  book  publishers  simply  ask  for  the  rating  of  an 
essential  industry.   One  hopes  that  '/Vashington  will  see  the  light. 
7;e  need  books  just  as  much  as  we  need  infantry.

50,000  vol-umes  v;ere  circulated  from  the  Big  Horn  County 
Library  during  the  yeo.r  1943.   25,029  books  were  borrowed  by 
adults  of  the  county  and  24,223  by  children*  1931  magazines  were 
loaned  during  the  year.   41  books  were  borrowec  through  Inter- 
Library  loan  from  other  libraries  in  the  state  for  library  pat- 
rons. The  bro.nch  library  at  Crow  Agency  checked  out  2184  books. 

300  nevr   borrov;ers  registered  during  the  yetr.   lj,15C  books 
vrere   repaired.  1,CG0  major  references  viere   located  for  library 
users.   ^^102. 14  v/as  collected  in  fines  and  rentals. 

643  books  were  prepared  for  the  shelves,  of  this  number 
168  were  gifts,  8  new  books  were  received  as  gifts  from  the 
Carnegie  Peace  Fund  and  placed  in  the  International  Mind  Alcove 
in  the  County  library, 

March  was  the  busiest  month  \vhen  5,053  books  were  checked 
out  and  September  v;as  the  slackest  -.Tith  2,829  b.oks  loaned. 

Books  are  sent  to  all  the  schools  in  the  county,  as  v/ell  as 
to  patrons  all  over  the  county. 

The  library  contains  over  14,000  volumes  and  has  a  total  of 
5,500  borrowers  throughout  the  county,. 

Te  are  preparing  a  splendid  collection  of  mounted  pictiores 
which  novr   number  over  1,000,  These  circulate  to  teachers  and 
interested  patrons  over  the  county  and  are  usee  in  school-rooms 
and  by  study  groups.  Any  information  pertaining  to  the  picture 
or  the  artist  is  put  on  the  back  of  the  picture.  V\fe  keep  them 
in  a  large  metal  file  and  they  are  arranged  londer  artist  and 
Subject. 

7/e  are  also  collecting  considerable  historical  data  about 
Hardin  and  Big  Horn  County.  Much  has  been  assembled  including  • 
a  number  of  old  .pictures.   This  material  has  been  used  a  lot  by 
high-school  students  and  others  interested  in  the  early  days  of 
our  community.  This  is  a  very  much  7rorth\7hile  and  interest- 
ing i:roject  and  one  that  v;ill  be  valuable  to  the  coming  generation 
of  our  commurxity.

When  WFA  discontinued  its  projects,  including  the  book- 
mobile demonstration  in  four  counties,  in  December,  1942, 
sufficient  sponsor-contributed  funds  were  on  hand  to  continue 
a  regional  library  until  June  30th  of  that  year. 

In  the  interim,  petitions  were  circulated  to  establish  county 
libraries,  and  then  a  regional  library,  but  as  there  were' no  funds 
available  for  employing  a  person  who  could  devote  sufficient  time 
to  the  v/ork,  three  of  the  counties  failed  to  obtain  the  required 
niunber  of  signatures  on  the  petitions. 

Cascade  County,  howeveri  v;as  more  fortunate.  After  a  public 
hearing  on  August  9th,  1943,  the  County  Commissioners  approved  the 
Iree  county  library  project  and  Li's,  Amy  >*.  Patterson,  who  had 
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had  the  3u.p3rvision  of  the  bookmobile  project  and  the  short- 
lived rtgional  liorary  project,  was  appointed  librarian. 

In   depteaber  two  'iranch  libraries  were  establir^hed  and  a 
cai-'t- ^  i:ne  aG-,:i.stant  xai  employed.  Deposit  stations  have  been 
bC-'L,  r.L  i.n  set'.'jral  tow^s  and  in  schools;  thei  demand  for  books  has 
■::.'iG;:  y\iL/   gr ■--■■'. if ying,  and  appreciable  progress  has  been  made, 

In-jje   of  us*wno  worked  zealousy  and  earnestly  to  extend  li- 
-:';ii'y  c:e;.'vico  to  tha  i-'urri.l  districts  in  this  part  of  Montana 
-  ea.'.l/e  .'iXil.ly  the  r.cce'Si.'Lty  of  full  time  ojiployment  of  a  pro- 
lyj:-:icna.'i.ly  trained  p«jrson  to  organize  ana  develop  library  pro- 
„3jts  If  we  are  ever  to  hava   many  of  theji.  We  sincerely  hope  that 
each  lioraiia.n  in  the  state  will  exert  every  ounce  of  her  inflr.ence 
»itli  legislators  and  lobbyists  to  have  laws  enacted  in  the  very  near 
future  to  provide  for  a  library  executive,  as  well  as  for  ample 
appropriation  to  carry  on  the  work.

I  have  been  appointed  for  the  Committee  on  Salaries,  Staff, 
and  Tenure  of  P.:  .L.i..   i  iss  Julia  Stockett  of  Vancover,  E.G., 
is  chairman  and  she  has  suggested  the  follcv/ing  problems  for  study 
this  yec.r;   (1)  financial  help  for  young  librarians  attending 
conferences,  (2)  hcv^  far  unionization  has  gone  among  our  libraries, 
(3)  a  five  day,  40  hour  \  ork-v/eek  scheme  in  relation  to  efficiency. 
She  feels  that  v/e  should  not  duplicate  A.L.A.  work  by  compiling 
tables  of  salaries,  etc.   I  should  a^.  preciate  getting  information 
and  opinions  on  the  above  questions  from  Montana  librarians.

FLATHEAD  COUNTY  FREE  LIERARY 
KALISFELL,  LCNTANA 

The  Flathead  County  Free  Library  now  has  over  2700  volumes. 
^'.'c  have  over  250  patrons  Y/ho  get  books  from  the  main  library. 
There  are  31  rural  schools  which  have  collections  of  juvenile 
books  and  we  hcve  3  branch  libraries  now.  At  the  end  of  December 
we  had  taken  in  >17.49  in  fines  and  rental.   Our  total  circulation 
so  far  is  5520,  of  which  3398  books  were  charged  out  to  individuals 
from  the  main  library.   In  the  past  2  months  we  have  added  534 
nev;  books  to  our  collection.   Our  rental  collection  consists  of 
138  books  and  51  of  them  are  checked  out  at  the  present  time. 
(That  seems  a  very  small  number  comparatively  but  there  was  a 
time,  v/ay  back  when,  when  none  of  them  were  out.)  '.7e  have  quite 
a  few  city  residents  who  are  using  our  rental  collection  (I  ad- 
opted that  idea  as  a  means  of  promoting  advertising  and  good  will — 
and  it  v.orked'.  i ) 

The  past  few  days  we've  been  having  lighting  fixtures  in- 
stalled— they've  been  ordered  since  last  June, 
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".'e  have  a  collection  of  old  juvenile  "books  dating  as  far  tack 
c-s  1860,  the  kind  our  mothers  and  fathers  read.   They  are  books  that 
were   turned  in  with  donations.  Vi'e  are  going  to  have  a  lovely  took- 
'^ase  with  glass  doors  someday  to  keep  them  in  (wishful  thinking.) 
We  also  have  a  numter,of  lovely  old  leather  hound  volumes  cf  poetry 
which  we  are  going  to  in-r^crporate  intc  some  sort  of  a  collect iofi 
(at  present  it's* called  the  X-Collection. )   (Any  ideas  gratefully 
accepted.)   I  migh"*"*  add  that  a  very  large  number  of  the  things  which 
turned  up  among  donated  bocks  were  ncfe  as  greatly  appreciated  by 
the  librarian  and  her  assistant — in  fact,  we  frowned  upon  a  lot  of 
them.  But  then  the  scrap  paper  drive  began  and  ---------.

Miss  Isobel  Duncan  is  no  longer  librcrian  of  the  Meagher 
County  public  Library.  We  were  getting  sixty-five  dollars  a  month 
from  the  7/PA  to  pay  her  salary  and  when  that  was  no  longer  available 
we  had  to  let  her  go,  which  we   hated  very  much  as  she  was  a  very 
capable  librarian. 

I  have  been  on  the  Library  Board  for  some  time  and  we  have 
had  some  struggles  to  keep  it  going,  but  new  we  have  the  co- 
operation and  assistance  of  the  City  Council. 

The  Library  was  started  by  the  I  ome  Demonstration  Clubs  of 
the  County  in  the  years  1938  and  1939.  7/e  first  borrowed  books 
from  the  University  of  Kissoula,  and  accepted  gifts  of  bocks  from 
anyone  v:illing  to  donate.   The  H.  D.  Clubs  joined  book  clubs  and 
thus  we  were  able  to  obLain  the  latest  books.   The  County  Commiss- 
ioners allowed  ten  dollars  a  month  for  books  for  some  time  also. 
'■'e  also  received  some  books  through  the  I'YA'  program. 

We  now  have  a  room  in  a  steam-heated  building,  the  rent,  lights, 
and  janitor  service  being  paid  by  the  County  Commissioners.   The 
City  Council  pays  tv/enty  dollars  and  the  Commissioners  ten  dollars 
towards  the  thirty  dollar  salary  of  the  librarian. 

The  time  of  service  has  been  cut  doFn  considerably.   The 
library  is  now  open  only  from  seven  until  nine  o'clock  evenings, 
Monday  thr:.ugh  Friday,  and  Sc^turday  aiternocns  from  two  until 
five  o'clock. 

Saturday  is  Children's  Day,  we  have  a  reading  hour  and  have 
pictures  to  color  and  sometimes  cut-outs  or  g<.mes  to  amuse  tliem. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  country  people  come  in  Saturdays  for 
books  wnich  may  be  kept  for  ^   month.  They  may, take  as  many  as 
four  books  at  one  time. 

".e  have  over  sixteen-hundred  volumes  now,  and  lend  an  average 
of  one-hundred  and  fifty  books  each  month.  We  have  ab^ut  two- 
h^Jindred  and  twenty-five  visitors  each  month. 

Our  Library  Board  meets  once  a  month  and  consists  of  the 
President  of  the  County  Council  of  Home  Demonstration  Clubs,  the 
Cour.ty  Agent,  one  member  of  the  City  Council,  one  member  of  the 
County  Commissioners,  and  the  librarian. 

There  are  alv/ays  about  sixty  of  the  latest  books  on  the  pay 
shelf,  for  which  there  is  a  charge  of  ten  cents.  With  this  money 
and  what  re  receive  for  fines,  we  buy  incidentals,  such  as  paper, 
irik,  crayons,  comic-books  and  mending  material.

At  Liles  City  Sally  Falkner  h£.s  been  placing  importance  on 
China  look  '  eeL.   It  is  true  that  everybody  needs  to  know  a   great 
cecl  more  ab^ut  ^hina  (£aid  all  of  the  Inited  I  aticns)  than  '.  e 
know  at  present.  i;rs.  Falkner  is  much  in  favor  of  more  discussion 
groups  for  Montana  libraries. 

Zoe  laur  vrites  that  the  Stillvater  County  Library  has 
sponsored , community  discussion  meetings.  The  meetings  were  held 
in  October,   ovemter,  and  January.  The  to^.  ics:   The  small 
community,  its  future.  c.nd  improvement;  cur  national  community, 
social  veil-being  and  improvement  of  its  government;  and,  A 
Philosophy  for  the  postwar  Y;orld.   ihe  idea  for  the  discussion 
meetings  was  an  excellent  one,  but  Miss  Laur  reports  a  very 
discouraging  attendance.  To  quote:   "People  vere  courteous.  Iheir 
corporate  ansv/er  ran  like  this:   'It's  a  fine  idea.  Ask  Jones 
to  be  chairman.  He  vjill  be  good.  He  reads  a  lot.  J_  am  simply

L'ow  ,  iss  laur  has  a  ^lan  in  mind  -'hereby  the  various  organizations 
in  Col^oiubus  might  adopt  the  discussion  meeting  for  one  of  its 
regular  monthly  meetings.  Ihe  idea  sounds  as  though  it  has  real 
possibility.   The  discussion  w.uld  at  least  be  assured  a  hearing 
by  the  regular  members  of  the  organization  and  outside  guests  would 
be  invited  to  attend. 

Yjcs.   Leon  Cooa^bs  writes  th:  t  Glencive  is  thinking  about  its 
own  postvar  v.orld  and  that  the  library  stands  ready  to  help  in 
every  possible  way.  The  committee  on  postv/ar  planning  is  especially 
concerned  with  the  very  tangible  problem  of  '.'hat  to  do  with 
demobilized'  soldiers  from  the  standpoint  of  employment. 

Parmly  Billings  I.emorlal  Library  has  continued  to  sponsor  the 
discussion  meetings  v.'hich  had  their  origin  here  in  the  fall  of 
1942.   The  discussions  create  considerable  interest  and  vie   hope 
that  they  result  in  increased  thought  and  more  intelligent  reading 
on  the  part  of  the  audience.  Recent  topics  have  been  the  stabil- 
ization of  currency  in  the  post'var  world  and  our  relationship  v.'ith 
Latin  America.

The  evening  session  on  •''ebruar\,  10  and  part  of  the  morning 
session  on  February  11  ".vill  concern  Inter-American  relations. 
The  spcalters  for  these  programs  are  being  furnisheo  through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Office  of  the  Coordinator  of  Inter -American  Affairs 
in  'A'ashington,  and  the  western  Policy  Committee  in  Ces  loines. 
These  groups  are  making  available  additional  speakers  for  use  in 
the  state  during  the  next  few  months. 

The  remaining  sessions  on  friday,  "ebruary  11,  V7ill  concern  in 
large  part  the  possibility  of  making  grc.  ter  use  of  forim  groups 
in  luontana  for  the  discussion  of  problems  of  interest,  local, 
state,  national  or  inter-natlonil.  The  Extension  County  Agents 
e.nd  Home  Demonstration  Agents  will  be  in  attendance  and  participate 
in  the  discussions.   It  v/ould  seem  that  there  '.ill  be  an  increasing 
number  of  speakers  and  program  aids  available  in  the  future ,  and 
community  groups  v:hich  are  sufficiently  organized  may  be  able  to 
take  advantage  of  programs  of  high  educational  and  cultural  signif- 
icance.  This  movement  is  similiar  to  that  '.vhich  many  states  have 
used  extensively  for  a  number  of  years,  and  which  in  some  com- 
munities certain  Montana  organizations  have  employed. 

Representatives  from  a  n\imbcr  of  state  groups  are  cooperating, 
and  the  several  units  of  the  University  of  Montana  vail  be  repre- 
sented.  One  phase  of  the  meeting  v;ill  be  concerned  vith  plans  to 
make  the  facilities  of  the  University  system  available  for  an  en- 
larged usefulness  to  the  state.

For  the  second  time  in  tv/enty-five  years  the  American  public  library 
faces  the  op-'ortunity  to  render  a  national  servie  through  its  partici- 
pation in  the  processes  of  demobilization  and  readjustment^  TTs,'eHty- 
five  years  ago  it  sought  to  make  its  contribution  to  that  pi'ocess  mainly 
in  increased  book  supply  end   in  the  expansion  of  its  organized  facilities 
to  meet  the  educational  and  vocational  needs  of  the  returning  servicemen. 
Out  of  these  needs  and  the  efforts  to  fulfil  them  grev/  the  adult  educa- 
tional and  vocational  needs  of  the  returning  servicemen.  Out  of  these 
needs  and  the  efforts  to  fulfil  tiiem  grew  the  adult  education  movem>cnt. 
To  the  libraiy  in  particuJxir,  accrued  its  readers'  advisory  program 
and  a  general  expansion  and  recognition  of  its  educational  mission. 

Todajr  the  public  library  is  convinced  that  to  meet  its  responsibilities 
it  must  enter  into  litore  acitvo  and  djTiamic  participation  in  the  large  and 
complex  task  tliat  confronts  tine  nation.  It  raist  become  the  information 
center  of  its  community  not  only  for  the  diffusion  of  knowledge  in  its 
cultural  and  educational  connotations,  but  for  the  provision  of  guidance, 
direction  and  counsel  to  the  dislocated  men  and  women  in  their  endeavor 
to  accomplish  their  orn  reorientation  -  industi-ial,  economic,  and  cultural.. 

The  People  and  J'heii^ J^ivablcms 

We  are  nor/  in_^the  f  irst^  periled  of  demobilization,  L'ore  than  a  million 
men  'nnd  ^ToitiST  have  been  discharged  from  the  aiTied  forces.  Thousands  of 
workers  lose  or  leave  their  jobs  every  v/eek*  The  second  period  will 
begin  when  the  var  ends  in  3urp;-e.  It  vri.ll  bring  increasing  discharges 
and  dislocations.  'Then  the  enemy  is  defeated  in  the  Orient  and  South 
Pacific,  the  postv;ar  period  will  be  upon  us  and  dislocations  >vill  reach 
enormous  proportions. 

llillions  of  men  and  women  vdll  be  discharged  from  the  armed  forces  and 
war  industries,  Tliey  vdll  have  had  new  experiences,  seen  new  places, 
acquired  ne;v  skills,  developed  nev;  interests,  Some  ^.'ill  be  disabled. 
They  v;ill  have  to  readjust  themselves  to  normal  poacotime  living  and 
working. 

Some  will  need  physical  rehabilitation,  Ilost  will  seek  employment. 
i:any  vdll  want  vocational  training,  general  or  professional  education. 
All  v/ill  have  to  re-orient  tliemsclves  to  family  and  community  life,  to 
new  economic  conditions,  and  to  nei<'  civic  responsibilities,

transition.  Reconversion,  new  materials,  new  products,  new  concepts  of 
laobr  relations  ">dll  be  -  are  now  in  fact  -  much  in  the  minds  of 
industrial  and  liibor  leaders.

The  library  staff  and  the  librar:''  trustees  must  first  inform  thcm- 
sclvGS  about  the  facts  and  probabilities  of  demobilization  of  the  armed 
forcus  and  v;ar  workers  end  about  the  reconversion  of  industry 
talents  of  the  staff  should  bo  evaluated  and  those  best  suited  by  pro- 
fessional background,  personality,  and  temperament  should  be  assigned 
and  prepc'.rc-d  for  those  special  sorvices.  Througli  its  staff  the  library 
must  help  to  organize  the  community's  total  resources^  no  single  agency 
can  do  this  job  alone. 

For  its  own  information  as  well  as  for  the  use  of  others,  the  library 
must  assemble  government  announcements,  bills,  hearings,  and  the  plans 
of  labor  .and  industry,  of  national  and  local  ngencics,  and  of  ther  coir- 
munities.  It  must  establish  and  maintain  contacts  i.'ith  local  officials 
of  Selective  Sei'vice,  U.  S.  Emplo3niiont  Service,  and  otlier  national  and 
community  agencies. 

Doing  the  Job 

Every  public  library  should  establish  specially  organized  facilities 
equipped  ?nd  staffed  to  meet  this  challenging  opportunity.  The  large 
library  can  ask  a  departm.cnt  or  selected  staff  members  to  assume  the 
leadership.  In  the  small  library,  the  librarian  must  roly  upon  herself, 
her  trustees  and  competent  volunteers. 

Information  service.  The  library  must  supply  information  and  printed 
materials  on  all  agencies  serving  veterans  and  v^'ar  workers  in  any  way — 
their  locations,  hours,  and  the  nature  of  their  services.  It  must  give 
information  and  materials  on  job  opportunities,  training  requirements, 
and  training  agencies;  on  personal  developrricnt,  family  adjustment,  social 
and  civic  obligations,  and  psychological  problems.  It  i:iust  also  supply 
information  and  materials  on  industrial  trends,  popul::tion  shifts,  dis- 
tribution problems,  and  other  factors  that  affect  markets. 

ISducational  Service:  The  library''  v.lll  recognize  a.nd  encourage  the 
inevitable  expansion  of  interest  in  self-education.  It  must  increase, 
extend,  and  sharpen  its  educational  and  cultural  services  through 
individual  reading  guidance,  reading  and  study  programs,  discussion 
groups,  films,  and  by  reference  and  introduction  to  similar  activities 
conducted  under  other  auspices. 

Public  Relations.  Through  competent  field  workers,  paid  or  volunteer, 
rxid  throu^  publicity,  the  library  ivill  make  it  difficult  for  any  member 
of  the  comniunity  to  remain  unaware  of  its  expanded  infoririational  and 
educational  services.

The  31st  annual  neeting  of  the  Montana  State  Library  ^-association  was  held 
at  the  Florence  Hotel  in  Missoula,  May  1-2,  with  President  Sally  Falkner  pre- 
siding and  Evelyn  Swant  acting  as  secretary.  The  program  v;as  dedicated  to 
Miss  M.  './innifred  Feighner,  whose  death  in  April  is  a  poignant  loss  to  the  As- 
sociation, and  had  for  its  theme,  "The  library's  place  in  the  community." 

After  the  reading  of  the  minutes  by  the  secretary,  the  President  gave  a 
res-orae  of  activities  in  her  office,  reporting  the'  resignations  of  Dorothy 
Peterson  as  secretary,  Virginia  Sanders  as  Adult  Education  chairman,  and  Helen 
Pesman  as  editor  of  the  Directory  of  Montana  Libraries  and  Librarians,  Ap- 
pointments to  fill  these  posts  were:  Evelyn  Swant,  secretary;  Dorothy  Huston, 
chairman  of  adult  education;  and  Doris  V/ilson,  editor  of  the  Directory, 

Ruth  Eismann,  treasurer,  reported  81  members;  receipts — $176,12;  expen- 
ditures— 1.51.21;  balance  on  hand— $124.31, 

.  Kathleen  Campbell,  reported  iiri  membership  of  44;  Mabel  Miller  reported 
28  PNLA  members.  Mrs.  Payson,  ^PNL^  Board  representative,  called  attention  to 
the  services  available  through  the  Pacific  Nox-thwest  Bibliographic  Center — 
inter-library  loan  service  and  the  book  purchasing  cooperative-vdiich  should 
be  more  widely  utilized.  She  reported  that  iilaska  will  become  a  member  of  PlILA; 
that  the  board  is  publishing  the  papers  of  Ethel  Sav/yer,  a  member  of  the  U, 
of  Oregon  Library  staff  at  the  time  of  her  death  in  1942;  and  that  the  PNLA 
conference  will  be  held  at  Spokane  June  24r.28,  ^s  editor  of  the  PNLA  Quarter- 
ly, Mrs.  Payson  stated  that  contributions  are  welcomed  and  it  would  be  helpful 
to  have  a  reserve  of  manuscripts  on  hand. 

The  ]\!SLA  Directory  report  was  read  by  Miss  ',/ilson  for  Mrs.  Pesman,  who 
recoomended  that  no  further  publication  be  attempted  until  after  the  war  v;hen 
a  completely  revised  edition  should  be  issued.  The  listing  of  all  libraries 
makes  the  directory  still  useful  despite  staff  changes  and  can  be  kept  up-to- 
date  through  the  Bulletin,  Appreciation  of  JIrs,  Pesman' s  vjork  was  expressed. 

Miss  Ford,  reporting  for  the  Regional  Library  Committee,  stated  that  new 
county  libraries  have  been  established  in  Flathead  County — Jeane  Lewis,  lib- 
rarian— and  in  Cascade  County — ^Mrs,  ^any  Patterson,  librarian.  Preliminary 
work  is  progressing  in  Dawson,  Prairie, and  Glacier  counties.  Committee  mem- 
bers have  given  active  help  in  all  these  counties. 

Miss  Campbell  suggested  that  each  issue  of  the  Bulletin  should  publish 
one  of  the  state  library  laws  until  a  complete  file  of  them  is  assembled  for 
libraries  which  do  not  have  copies  of  the  Codes  of  Montsna.

Miss  Campbell  reported  that  the  U,  Library  has  started  a  Montana  Authors 
collection  which  will  be  available  for  research.  She  asked  for  contributions 
from  libraries  throughout  the  state  to  make  the  collection  as  complete  as  pos- 
sible* 

A  paper  on  "Post-vrar  planning  in  Montana  and  the  library's  place  in  such 
planning,"  based  on  the  ALA  committee  report,  Fost-war  Standards  for  Public 
Libraries,  was  read  by  Ellen  Torgrimson,  In  summary,  the  standards  which  are 
necessary  in  a  planned  program  of  library  development  art?:  1,  Public  library 
service  made  available  for  all  the  people;  2.  Improveraent  in  the  quality  of 
library  service;  3,  Larger  units  to  insure  adequate  financing. 

Miss  Campbell  read  a  paper  on  "Essential  legislation  to  meet  the  libraries' 
part  in  post-v;ar  planning".  She  stated  that  essential  points  to  be  covered  in 
state  library  laws  should  include;  1,  A.  state  library  agency;  2.  An  appropriation 
for  that  agency;  3,  Library  certification;  4.  A  state  aid  program;  5,  Provisions 
for  county  and  regional  libraries.  She  also  stated  that  47  out  of  the  48  states 
in  the  United  States  have  some  agency  for  state  library  extension,  and  all  but 
Montana  provide  some  appropriation  for  their  state  library  agency, 

Mrs,  Payson  gave  a  brief  report  on  the  conference  called  in  Billings  in  Nov- 
ember, There  were  40  delegat'es  present  and  the  subjects  discussed  were  the  var- 
ious aspects  of  the  northern  great  plains  region,  Mrs.  Payson  feels  that  librari- 
ans should  contact  other  groups  not  primarily  concerned  with  library  interests, 
as  there  is  a  great  deal  to  be  gained  for  them.  Miss  Fulmer  also  attended  the 
conference  and  presented  a  paper  on  the  library's  function  in  development  of 
regional  adult  education  programs. 

The  question  of  Federal  Aid  to  libraries  was  discussed.  Definite  opinions 
were  expressed  that  Montana  libraritiUB  do  not  want  federal  control.  If  it  seems 
that  anything  can  be  gained  through  federal  aid,  the  association  should  study  the 
legislation  carefully  before  deciding  to  support  it. 

The  legislative  committee  recommended  that  the  commission  law  be  revised 
to  read  as  follov/s: 

The  comraission  shall  consist  of  6  members— 5'of  these  members  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor,  3  of  whom  shall  be  selected  from  a  list  of  6  names 
submitted  by  the  Montana  State  Library  Association;  and  the  state  superinten- 
dent of  public  instruction,  as  Ex-officio  member. 

The  commission  shall  have  the  power  to  act  as  a  board  of  vocational  stand- 
ards and  library  examiners  for  Montt-na, 

The  committee  also  recommended  that  there  be  a  provision  in  the  bill  for 
pensions  and  that  the  commission  bo  empovrered  to  administer  any  funds  delegated 
to  it  from  state  or  federal  appropriations. 

Miss  Eismann  suggested  the  need  for  making  clear  that  the  fiscal  year  runs 
from  June  1  to  May  31  and  dues  be  credited  accordingly.  She  also  suggested  that 
editors  of  the  Bulletin  secure  a  complete  membership  list  from  the  treasurer  to 
make  sure  that  all  members  get  copies.  Bills  presented  and  ordered  paid  were: 
President's  expenses — si'5,27;  Treasurer's  expenses — $2*94, 


The  ezecutive  Board  v/as  authorized  to  draw  fron  the  association  treasury 
funds  as  needed  to  finance  legislative  and  extension  '.rorl:  and  SLEC. 

Miss  Ratekin  gave  a  talk  on  "The  importance  of  adequate,  organized  pub- 
licity in  preparation  for  legislative  action,"  stressing  the  fact  thtjt  libr- 
aries have  services  to  sell  and  should  adopt  advertising  methods. 

In  her  talk  on  "Montana  librarians  as  lobbyists",  lli-s.  I;iiller  d^jfined  an 
effective  lobbyist  as  one  who  (1)  is  absolutely  truthful,  (£)  punctual  in  keep- 
ing engagements,  (3). disarms  his  opponent  by  frankly  stating  ^^at  interest  he 
represents,  (4)  knov;s  the  facts,  (5)  goes  to  the  opposition  in  advance  and  boldly 
asks  for  their  facts  and  arniuments.  In  the  discustior  which  follov/ed  it  was  sug- 
gested that  more  men's  organizations  should  be  contacted;  that  hotie  demonstration 
gents  could  help  contact  rural  groups;  that  r'ndio  should  be  used  as  a  publicity 
::9dium;  and  that  regional  meetings  should  be  arranger  if  possible. 

In  a  summary  of  the  pl&naea  iegisiation,  tliss  Campbell  stated  tha'u  expan- 
sion of  the  SLEC  and  its  powers  ^ill  enable  it  to  serve  a  greater  number  of  peo- 
ple, and  that  an  appropriation  is  novi   essentij.l  to  prepare  libraries  to  take 

part  in  post-vjar  planr.inc.

The  librarian  should  keep  abreast  of  these  changing  times, 
of  course,  and  present  for  the  consideration  of  patrons  reviews 
of  those  v7orks  which  are  creating  outstanding  ciu?rent  interest, 
whether  fiction,  biography,  history,  or  other »  In  any  reviev;,  as 
in  any  news  story,  effort  must  be  made  to  capture  the  interest 
of  the  reader  in  the  first  paragraph,  and  make  the  balance  of 
the  revlev.'  sustain  that  interest. 

Copy  of  course  should  be  typed,  double  spaced,  and  titles 
and  authors  should  be  emphasized  by  using  bold  face  type.  We 
think  a  different  head  line  should  be  used  each  v/eek,  calling 
attention  to  this  or  that  outstanding  book  at  the  public  library.

Clubs  essential  to  a  ^successful  summer  reading  period.  Years 
when  there  has  been  no  organized  program  or  one  which  did  not 
appeal  to  the  ma'jority  of  our  readers,  the  circulation  has  drop- 
ped dur-ing  the  summer  months.   A  reading  club  when  ^.roperly  or- 
ganized and  publicized  has  proved  to  us  to  be  most  worth  wiiile . 
Increased  in  circulation,  ret^istration,  and  most  of  all  -  inter- 
est, has  come  as  a  direct  result  of  these  programs.  The  child- 
ren seem  to  require  a  moderate  amount  of  t^uidance  in  their  sum- 
mer leading  and  the  clubs  are  an  excellent  front  through  7/hich 
to  act. 

True,  much  staff  time  is  expented  in  preparation  for  and 
carrying  through  a  progri.m.  There  is  also  the  expense  of  mat- 
erials such  as  construction  paper,  stickers  >  etc»  v;hich  are  the 
library's  gift  to  the  club  member.  All  this  expense  seems 
justified,  if  only  for  the  publicity  the  entire  library  receives 
as  a  result  of  the  Summer  Reading  Club,  7/e  believe  that  a  pro- 
gram can  be  planned  to  fit  the  budget  of  any  library  and  at  the 
came  time  give  a  maximum  of  enjoyment  to  the  children  it  serves,  '» 
It  is  the  duty  and  the  privilege  of  the  library  to  continue  to 
direct  the  reading  habits  of  the  children  v;hen  the  teacher's 
responsibility  has  ended.

Vocational  stanuaras  for  Montana  Librarians.... 
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FNLA  —  REPORTS  ' 

PACIFIC  NOETir^:EST  LIBRi.RY  ASSOCIATION  CONFERENCE 

The  Pacific  Northv;est  Library  Association  held  its  first 
library  confereace  since  1942  at  the  Davenport  Hotel  in  Spokane, 
July  27  -  28.  In  spite  of  travel  restrictions  the  attendance 
was  excellent.  For  those  of  us  who  had  missed  the  last  con- 
ference it  vras  especially  good  to  renew  old  acquaintances  and  to 
enjoy  the  stimulation  that  comes  from  collective  consideration 
of  oior  professional  problems. 

The  conference  program,  streamlined  to  war-time  conditions, 
developed  the  theme:  Working  for  Victory:  Planning  for  Peace. 
In  both  the  general  and  sectional  meetings,  the  discussions 
emphasized  the  enormous  responsibilities  -  and  opportunities  - 
"Aliich  librarians  must  meet  in  the  post-war  days ,  and  which  even 
no?;  are  upon  us«  Chief  among  these  tasks  is  the  job  of  furnish- 
ing vocational  information  and  guidance,  and  not  only  to  the  re- 
turning veteran  but  to  millions  of  dislocated  war  workers <=  Col- 
onel Yauger  of  the  Veterans'  Personnel  Division  at  Camp  Murray 
and  Captain  Rudolph  of  the  Baxter  General  Hospital  in  Spokane, 
speakers  on  the  tivo  panel  programs,  brought  home  to  librarians 
in  a  realistic  way  some  of  the  social  and  economic  adjustments 
which  librarians  should  be  helping  to  solve. 

Speaking  of  the  librarian's  task  in  this  post-v;ar  program, 
luiss  Althea  Warren,  A.L.A,  president,  said  that  libraries  have 
a  great  opportunity  to  become  centers  of  counseling  and  guidance. 
The  problem  will  be  how  to  find  people  to  do  this  work.  In  1956, 
she  predicted  the  shortage  of  librarians  will  reach  twenty  thou- 
sand. Not  only  is  there  need  for  librarians  to  meet  the  demands 
in  this  country;  already  the  State  Department  is  asking  the  lib- 
rarians to  assist  in  the  reconstruction  of  library  service  in 
European  countries.  Miss  '»Yarren,  and  also  Miss  Hale  in  her 
president's  report,  urged  upon  librarians  the  obligation  to  re- 
cruit talented  young  people  for  library  service. 

Vlliile  the  vocational  needs  of  the  future  received  major 
emphasis,  other  opportunities  for  library  service  Y/ere  not  en- 
tirely overlooked.  Dr.  Rudolph  mentioned  the  potentialities  for 
library  service  in  the  reconditioning  program  for  convalescent 
veterans  -  the  field  of  bibliotherapy;  and  Dr.  Hall,  Eastern 
'.Vashington  College  of  Education,  reminded  us  of  the  infinite 
possibilities  for  libraries  in  directing  the  use  of  leisure  time. 

If  one  may  be  permitted  to  cavil,  it  seemed  to  me  that  the 
discussions  failed  to  bring  out  the  great  and  urgent  responsibility 
of  librarians  to  assist  in  revising  our  old  vmys  of  thinking, 
in  the  hope  that  we  can,  by  intelligence  and  good  v;ill,  avoid  in 
the  post-war  v/orld  some  of  the  tragic  mistakes  of  the  past.  To 
hold  to  the  contention  that  librarians  must  remain  objective  on 
questions  vital  to  the  preservation  of  democracy  would  seem  to 
relegate  the  profession  to  a  negative  role  in  our  society. 
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Ivlontanc  was  well  represented  in  numbers  and  on  the  program., 
Miss  Kathleen  Campbell  presided  over  the  college  section  at  which 
Mrso  Lois  B.  Payson  gave  a  finished  and  stimulating  paper  on  "The 
Part  of  the  College  Library  in  a  Changing  Curriculum."  Miss  Ann 
7i/hitnack  of  Billings  ;7as  chairman  of  the  Small -Lending  Libraries 
combined  sections.  At  the  banquet  on  Vi/ednesday  evening,  Miss 
Campbell  responded  charmingly  and  v/ittily  to  the  address  of  wel- 
come; and  Iflrsc  Fayson  contributed  again  in  the  panel  on   Wednes- 
day afternoon:  Librarians  Plan  for  the  Future.

COUNTY  LIBRARY  LAW 

4564.  7/ITHDRAWAL  OF  INCORPORATED  CITY  OR  TOWN.  After  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  county  free  library  as  provided  in  this  act,  the 
board  of  trustees,  common  council,  or  other  legislative  body  of 
any  incorporated  city  or  town  from  the  operation  of  this  act,  by 
notifying  the  board  of  county  commissioners  that  such  city  or  town 
no  longer  desires  to  be  a  part  of  the  county  free  library  system, 
and  thereafter  the  residents  of  such  city  or  tov/n  shall  cease  to 
participate  in  the  benefits  of  such  county  free  library,  and  the 
property  situated  in  such  city  or  town  shall  not  be  liable  to 
taxes  for  county   free  library  purposes;  provided,  that  public 
notice  of  such  contemplated  action  by  the  board  of  trustees, 
common  council,  or  other  legislative  body  of  any  incorporated 
city  or  tov;n  desiring  to  v;ithdravf  such  incorporated  city  or  town 
from  the  operation  of  this  act,  shall  be  given  by  publication  in 
some  nev/spayer  of  general  circulation  in  such  city  or  town,  for 
at  least  once  a  v;eek  for  four  successive  weeks  prior  to  taking 
such  action,  giving  therein  the  date  and  place  of  the  meeting  at 
v/hich  such  contemplated  action  is  proposed  to  be  taken.

IlrSo  Zook  was  named  Librarian  Emeritus  of  the  Miles  City 
Library  on  May,  1943  after  the  completion  of  forty  years  as  act- 
ing librarian.  She  resigned  her  position  and  tho  resignation  -was 
effective  November  1^   1943  -  due  to  ill  healthy  She  passed  away 
at  her  son's  home  early  in  liay  of  this  year,  folloT/mg  a  brief 
illnesso 

Idrs^  Zook  was  a  charter  member  of  McS.L.A.  and  served  one 
term  as  President  of  the  Association,  having  been  elected  to  the 
office  on  October  7,  1922,  during  the  fourteenth  meeting  v/hich  v/as 
held  in  Miles  City.  Mrs,  Zook  maintained  her  membership  in 
MoS.L.A.  through  all  the  years  and  was  ever  a  strong  supporter  of 
its  policieso  She  will  be  greatly  missed  in  the  profession. 

The  following  Resolution  v;as  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Mies  City  Library  on  June  16,  1944  and  a  motion  passed  that 
it  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the  meeting, 

RESOLUTION  ON  THE  DEATH  OF  LIRS  ,  LAURA  ZOOK 

In  accordance  y;ith  instructions  from  this  board,  I  herewith 
submit  the  following  declaration  in t ribute  to  the  memory  of  Mrs. 
Laura  Zook,  for  foity  years  Librarian  of  the  Carnegie  Public 
Library  of  Miles  City, 

Upon  the  completion  of  her  service  as  Librarian  at  the  Carn- 
egie Public  Library  of  Miles  City,  Montana,  on  November  1,  1943, 
ICrs,  Laura  Zook,  pioneer  matron  had  served  this  public  institution 
for  a  period  of  forty  years.  Her  background  77as  that  of  an  educator 
in  the  rural  areas  of  Southeastern  Montana,  ?7hich  region  she  also 
served  in  her  capacity  as  county  superintendent  of  schools, 

Folloiving  the  acceptance  of  the  Municipality  of  Miles  City 
of  the  gift  of  a  library  proffered  by  Andrev;  Carnegie,  Mrs  c  Zook 
became  identified  '.Tith  others  in  the  establishment  of  the  instit- 
ution and  was  named  as  Librarian,  in  y;hich  position  she  continued 
for  foviT  d  e cades . 

During  her  inciombemcy  Mrs.  Zook  demonstrated  her  qualificat- 
ions as  a  highly  competent  and  intelligent  manager  and  director  of 
the  institution,  devoting  her  energies  to  its  enhancement;  and 
developing  the  library  into  a  raediiom  of  service  to  the  public.  By 
reason  of  her  delightful  and  charming  manner,  her  sympathetic  under- 
standing of  her  duties  imposed  upon  her,  and  her  ability  to  command 
public  esteem  both  for  herself  and  the  institution  she  represented j 
it  is  the  sense  of  the  Carnegie  Public  Library  Board  that  this 
institution  also  stand  as  a  mom.;iment  to  her  indefatiguable  labors 
and  her  earnest  desire  that  her  passing  brings  the  impact  of  a  great 
loss  to  -che  public,  the  institution  she  served  for  so  many  years, 
and  that  this  Board  record  its  solemn  determination  to  continue  the 
policies  of  the  library  in  t ribute  to  the  memory  of  MrSe  Zook,  to 
the  end  that  it  will  always  serve  humanity  and  continue  to  enrich 
it  in  intellectual  attainment  in  both  individual  lives  and  public 
appreciation.

4565.   COUNTY  LIER/.PIAN— APPOINTMENT  AND  REMOVAL— SAIiiRY-s^* 
Qualifications,   Upon  the  establishment  of  a  county  free  library, 
the  board  of  coxinty  commissioners  may  apiooint  a  county  librarian 
who  shall  receive  not  less  thnn  one  hundred  dollars  per  month  and 
who  may  be  removed  for  cause,  after  the  hearing,  by  said  board. 
Any  person  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  library  school,  or  has  had  two 
years'  practical  experience  in  a  library  of  not  less  than  three 
thousand  volumes,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  county 
librarian;  provided,  that,  from  and  after  the  creation  and  organi- 
zation of  a  state  board  of  libri^ry  examiners  no  person  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  office  of  county  librarian,  unless,  prior  to  his 
appointment,  he  has  received  from  said  board  of  library  examiners 
a'certlf icate  of  qualification  for  the  office.

"I  do  not  know  how  many  libraries  have  prescribed  to  other 
services  offered  by  the  Bibliosraphic  Center  other  than  borrow- 
ing books.  We  have  borrowed  quite  a  few  books  and  also  have 
been  one  of  the  96  libraries  enjoying  the  service  of  the  Joint 
Purchasing  Agreement  since  its  inception.   Since  the  new  agree- 
ment with  McClurg  in  December,  we  have  spent  f330.45  net.   The 
discoxont  brings  it  down  to  .*226.47.  This  is  a  savins  of  tl03.98 
on  volume  of  business  done  in  a  six  month  period.   Subtracting 
the  estimated  amount  this  librery  would  be'assessed  f34,50 
leaves  ^69,46.   On  the  same  volume  of  business  conducted  at  a 
25^  discount  with  the  posta  _e  paid,  there  would  be  ^'82,62  allowed 
with  no  ductlons.   In  that  case,  it  ml.-ht  pay  us  to  free  lance 
in  our  buying  as  before.   But,  the  difference  between  the  amounts 
saved  by  discounts  with  the  deductions  taken  from  the  one  sum 
leaves  a  total  of  $13.16.   This  is  a  small  enough  amount  to 
pay  for  the  other  services  offered  by  the  Center.   Of  course/ 
entering  the  Purchasing  Agreement  one  has  to  spend  the  amount  of 
money  specified  when  entering  the  agreement  whether  the  service 
is  what  is  should  be  or  not.   Thus  far,  with  McClurg,  our  ser- 
vice has  been  excelj-ent.   It  seems  to  me  it  is  up  to  us  to 
support  our  Bibliographic  Center  and  make  the  most  use  of  it 
possible.   The  above  has  been  presented  to  our  library  board 
and  they  have  left  the  final  decision  to  me.   However,  since 
such  monies  as  may  be  levied  will  come  from  the  book  budget 
I  think  thnt;  should  be  the  basis  for  AsJ-.imoting  amounts  to  be 
levied."

Relea§e  for  Sunday^  Qetober  15,  1944 

A  plan  to  salvage  millions  of  army  camp  library  books  and 
use  them  in  starting  rural  public  libraries'has  been  proposed  to  the 
Surplus  Property  Administration  and  to  Congress  by  Carl  Vitz, 
president  of  the  American  Library  Association.   The  proposal  was 
made  public  today  at  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the*American 
Library  Association  at  the  Drake  Hotel  (Chicago). 

"With  demobilization,  many  camps  will  be  closed,"  said 
Mr.  Vitz,  "and  millions  of  books  will  become  surplus  property, 
even  if  one-fourth  of  the  camps  are  continued.   These  surplus 
millions  can  go  a  long  way  toward  meeting  the  needs  of  the  35 
millions  of  rural  and  small  tovm  Americans  who  have  no  Hacal 
public  libraries. 


"The  proposal  of  the  American  Library  Association,"  Mr.  Vitz 
^nued,  "is  that  the  surplus  books,  articles  of  library  equip- 
onH  other  library  materials  be  transferred  to  the  states 
:ories,  for  the  use  of  the  loeople  without  libraries  or 


contim 
ment,  and'

with  very  limited  library  facilities,  as  the  best  means  of  con- 
serving the  Government's  investment  in  them." 


"The  value  of  the  books  is  estimated  at  one  dollar  a  volume 
or  more.   But  they  could  be  expected  to  bring  onlv  a  few  cents 
each  if  thrown  on  the  second-hand  market.   Such  disposal  would  not 
only  produce  insignificant  returns,  but  would  almost,  seriously 
interfere  with  the  business  of  authors,  publishers  and  bookaellera 
over  a  long  period." 

"It  is  nroposed  that  the  books  be  allotted  to  the  states  by 
the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  in  proportion  to  each  state's  rural 
population;  that  they  be  allotted  to  counties  and  groups  of 
counties  within  the  states  by  the  official  state  library  exten- 
sion agencies;  that  some  funds  be  appropriated  by  the  Federal 
Government  to  assist  in  making  the  books  immediately  available 
to  the  people  through  organized  libraries;  and  that  there  be  no 
federal" control  of  libraries  within  the  states," 

Mr.  Vitz  commended  the  government  on  the  excellence  of  its 
library  service  for  soldiers  and  sailors  during  the  war.  and 
urges  that  "the  reading  and  study  needs  of  the  men  and  their  f 
families  be  not  forgotten  when  they  return  to  their  homes."

LIBRARIANS '  CONFERENCE  WITH  BAKER  BRO^VNELL, 

DIRECTOR  OF  THE  MONTANA  STLT)Y 

On  Seturday  morning,  November  11,  rcproscntativos  of  tho  Montana  State  Library 
Association  together  with  librarians  from  the  six  units  of  the  University  of 
Montana  met  at  the  State  University  Library  in  T.';issoula  for  a  conference  with  Vjr., 
Baker  Brownell,  Director  of  tho  Montana  Study. 

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  Mr.  Brownell  has  come  to 
Montana  this  year  to  make  a  study  of  Montana  life  and  culture.   Believing  as  he 
does  that  libraries  are  one  of  the  most  important  agencies  for  the  enrichment  of 
community  life,  Mr,  Brownell  at  once  began  to  explore  library  services  in  Montana, 
It  was  his  suggestion  that  a  meeting  of  librarians  be  held  to  talk  over  the  library 
situation  in  Montana  and  what  might  be  done  to  improve  conditions.   In  view  of  the 
expanded  library  program  which  the  State  Library  Association  has  undertaken  this 
year,  it  seems  a  particularly  happy  time  to  have  Mr,  Brownell 's  cooperation  and 
suggestions. 

Those  librarians  who  were  able  to  attend  the  meeting  were  stimulated  by  Mr. 
Brownell 's  presentation  of  our  opportunities  and  responsibilities.   For  those  who 
v^-ere  not  fortunate  enough  to  hear  the  discussion  by  Mr.  Brownell  and  his  associates, 
we  are  including  in  this  BULLETIN  a  considerable  part  of  the  reports  contributed 
by  Mr.  Brownell. 

THE  ^Tr,HTANA  STUDY 

The  Montana  Study  is  a  research  project  in  hum.an  resources  to  be  carried  on  by 
the  Greater  University  of  Montana  and  f'nanced  initially  by  the  Humanities  Division 
of  one  of  the  great  Foundations,   Its  purpose  is  to  study  vrays   to  improve  the 
quality  of  living  in  the-  State  of  Montana.   Its  field  is  the  humanities,  or,  more 
simply,  human  values. 

As  a  research  project  The  Montana  Study  provides  for  tho  services  of  an  ade- 
quate staff,  but  is  not  designed  to'  finance  educational  or  community  activities 
beyond  what  the  small  staff  itself  can  undertake  or  can  get  done  through  voluntary 
cooperation  with  other  agencies.   It  is  a  project  in  what  may  be  called  activated 
research,  however,  and  its  findings  will  come  not  merely  from  scholarly  vrork  in 
the  libraries  and  among  statistical  reports  but  from  field  work  in  the  small 
communities  that  make  up  most  of  the  population  of  the  state.   Besides  the  Director, 
the  staff  of  The  Montana  Study  includes  Joseph  Kinsey  Howard,  author  and  newspaper 
man,  and  Paul  Meadows,  sociologist  and  research  expert. 
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The  function  of  The  Montana  Study  is  to  find  out  so  far  as  possible  hov/  the 
lives  of  the  people  in  Montana  and  of  their  families  and  communities  may  be  stabil- 
ized and  enriched.   This  involves  asking  whether  the  family  as  a  ti-uly  cooperative 
and  stable  community  is  any  longer  possible  in  Montana  or,  indeed,  anywhere  else 
in  the  western  v/orld.   By  what  means  can  such  a  family,  in  which  each  member  is  or 
becomes  an  economic  and  social  asset  to  every  other  member,  survive  unier  modern 
conditions?   It  also  involves  asking  whether  the  shocking  drainage  of  young  men  and 
v;ome.n  from  rural  Montana  to  the  cities  and  out  of  the  state  should  be  accepted  as 
necessary  and  good.   It  involves  asking  whether  young  men  and  women,  many  of  them 
returned  from  v;ar,  can  find  opportunity  in  Montana  or  elsewhere  for  valued,  function-' 
al  activity  and  a  good  life.   In  approaching  these  problems.  The  Montana  Study  will 
try  to  find  ways  to  develop  educational  programs  in  the  state  that  will  include 
young  and  old,  rural  and  urban,  men  and  women  of  all  economic  groups  who  will  learn 
as  they  live  and  learn  how  to  live  in  the  families  and  communities  where  they  are 
at  home. 

This  v;ork  requires  field  experiments  of  a  kind  that  are  now  taking  on  revolut- 
ionary significance  in  American  education.   How  to  get  the  University  off  the 
campus?  How  to  make  liberal  educotion  a  constant  and  continuing  function  in  the 
comjnunities  of  the  state?   These  are  questions  to  which  no  adequate  answer  has  as 
yet  been  given  in  Montana  or  elsewhere.   The  ansvrer  may  eventually  involve  basic 
changes  in  attitude  on  the  part  of  students,  faculties  and  administrations.   It  may 
give  more  emphasis  to  education  v^rithin  the  native  work  and  the  home  community  of 
those  being  educated.   This  tested  principle,  magnificently  successful  in  its 
support  of  the  dem.ocratic  way  of  life,  has  not  had  much  recognition  in  our  educat- 
ional philosophy.   Probably  it  will  receive  giore.   It  may  lead  in  time  to  structural 
adjustments  in  curricula  and  in  the  organizational  relationship  of  the  universities 
to  the  people.   The  sterility  and  snobbishness  of  life  in  most  of  the  nation's 
great  universities,  among  faculty  and  students  alike,  m.ake  it  clear  that  abstract- 
ing students  from,  their  normal  family  and  community  life  in  order  to  "educate"  them 
is  not  an  adequate  v;ay  to  prepare  citizens  for  life  and  service  in  a  democratic 
community.  Ways  to  bring  the  services  of  the  University  directly  to  the  people, 
ways  to  enrich  family  life  and  to  promote  community  self-education  will  be  consider- 
ed in  The  Montana  Study,  and,  it  m^ay  be  hoped,  practiced. 

The  Montana  Study  has  three  main  parts;  research,  community  field  work,  train- 
ing teachers  for  the  new,  community-centered  conception  of  the  humanities. 

The  research  program  is  concerned  primarily  v/ith  the  conditions  necessary  to 
good  living  in  B'ontana.   Economic  r-n&   social  conditions,  the  natural  and  cultural 
environment  relating  to  the  stability  or  decajr  of  families  and  small  communities 
are  being  studied.   A  cultural  map  of  the  state  vrill  be  made.   Research  should  also 
be  conducted  in  productive  or  family  living,  in  home  architecture,  home  arts  and 
crafts,  agricultural  production  for  use,  play,  decentralized  education.   Studies 
in  community  structure  and  its  relations  to  modern  production  m.ethoc's  and  technology, 
studies  of  cooperative  and  community  services,  studies  in  education  with  a  view  to 
adapting  educational  methods  and  curricula  to  modern  needs  in  the  field,  all  would 
be  of  value.   The  possibilities  are  endless..  It  is,  indeed,  the  task  of  orientating 
research  to  more  democratic  living.   More  immediate  studies  of  the  arts,  literature, 
music,  crafts,  folk  history  and  folk  lore  in  Montana  will  be  made  in  order  to  help 

in  the  development  of  expressive  activities  and  of  ways  of  living  appropriate  to 
the  region. 

T.lich  of  this  research  will'  be  carried  on  through  the  cooperation  of  research 
and  educational  agencies  already  established  in  Montana.   Jfuch  of  it,  as  ^rell   as  a 
good  deal  of  field  work,  already  is  being  carried  on,  each  without  much  reference 
to  the  others.   By  means  of  a  state-wide  advisor}/-  committee  it  is  hoped  that  The 
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Montana  Study  may  serve  hs  a  center  of  voluntc.ry  coordinetion  for  many  of  these 
■valuable  but  sca.ttered  projects. 

The  field  v:ork  for  The  Montana  Study  will  be  carried  on  in  certain  Montana 
communities  in  order  to  learn  techniques  and  procedures  in  adult  study-groups, 
community  fortims,  and  the  development  of  expressive  activities  in  music,  dram.a,  art, 
literature,  dancing  apd  the  like  in  Montana  homes  and  communities.   Community  library 
service,  health  service,  group  research  into  comjnunity  problems,  cultural  back- 
grounds and  history,  church  community  work  are  also  important.   This  field  work  will 
necessarily  be  limited  to  the  few  communities  that  can  be  reached  by  members  of  the 
staff  and  others  cooperrting  with  it.   It  may  well  develop,  hovrever,  once  techniques 
are  learned  and  initial  mistakes  made  and  left  behind,  into  a  state-v/ide  educational 
service  directed  towards  persons  of  all  ages  and  occupations  in  their  family 
communities  and  hom.e  toi'ms. 

The  third  part  of  The  Montana  Study,  the  training  of  teachers  and  leaders  for 
this  family-centered  conception  of  the  humanities,  is  designed  to  provide  a  way 
whereby  this  v:ork  may  be  made  continuous  through  the  yecrs.   This  training,  as  to 
method,  v/ill  be  developed  in  the  research  and  field  v;ork.   Faculty  seminars  in  the 
six  schools  may  be  a  suitable  means  for  the  discussion  and  formulation  of  this 
method.   Short  courses  for  community  leaders  and  other  agencies  will  be  valuable  for 
training.   Courses  for  selected  families  in  residence  for  a  few  weeks  at  one  or 
more  of  the  six  schools  will  also  be  considered.   Scholarships  for  teachers  in  this 
field  of  the -humanities  have  been  promised  by  the  Foundation  which  has  financed 
The  Montana  Study,   Eventually  a  training  system  for  teachers  in  communities  should 
be  established.   These  teachers  should  be  stable  and  permanent  parts  of  the  commun- 
ity to  which  they. belong.   They  should  be  leaders  in  their  communities  in  an  educ- 
ational pattern  that  includes  all  persons  of  all  ages  and  family  living  as  well  as 
individual  achievement. 

In  these  three  v\rays,  research,  field  rrorlf  and  teacher  training.  The  Montana 
Study  hopes  to  bring  about  a  new  rnd  more  significant  development  in  educ-.tion  in 
the  hum.anitics. 


In  the  following  article  preprred  for  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  Mr.  Brownell 
offers  som.e  suggestions  to  Montana  librarians  on  vmys  of  bringing  libraries  into 
closer  cooperation  with  community  life.   These  ideas  were  discussed  by  T'^r.  Bro^vnell 
at  the  Conference  on  Saturday  morning. 

FOUR  SUGGESTIONS  0!T  LI?!R.^T?Y  COT!'TJNITY  "YORK 

My  education  in  library  community  v:ork  began  last  summer  at  a  conference  v/ith 
:iss  Margaret  Fulmer,  form.erly  librarian  at  Billings  and  now  with  the  American 
Library  Association  in  Chicago.   I  learned  there  that  books,  to  the  progressive 
librarian,  are  but  vehicles  in  the  service  of  people,  and  that  service  to  people, 
the  enrichment  of  their  minds  and  lives,  is  the  primary  objective  of  library  commun- 
ity work.   I  had  long  sensed  the  need  for  this  functional  approach  to  books,  but  my 
library  environment  up  to  that  time  had  been  (wnservative,  characterized  by  a 
"books  for  books'  sake"  doctrine,  and  I  did  not  know  w?iat  a  dynamic  influence 
socially  and  educationally  m.any  libraries  have  become.  YiThen  I  crjne  to  Montana  and 
talked  to  Miss  Ford,  Miss  Whitmack,  Miss  Campbell  and  Mrs.  Payson,  my  education  in 
this  respect  we.s  continued. 

The  library,  and  even  more,  the  librarian,  can  be  an  influence  of  constructive 
importance  in  the  stabilization  of  the  small  community  and  of  the  , family.   That  this 
stabilization  of  the  small  community  and  of  the  family,  is  tragically  needed  in  the 
modern  virorld  is  evident  to  most  persons  who  concern  themselves  with  the  problem. 
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As  an  outsider,  so  far  as  library  work  is  concerned,  I  meVe   the  following  four 
suggestions:  ,-- 

In  coiranunities  which  have  public  libro.ricE  or  other  library  service  more 
attention  should  be  given  ta  library  board  members.   Small  groups  of  them  might  well 
be  invited  to  some  of  the  institutions  of  higher  education  or  to  some  of  the  larger 
libraries  for  special "conferences,  educational  discussions  and  entertainment. 
Conferences  or  m»eetings  for  board  members  might  be  included  in  the  State  Library 
Associrtion  meetings.   Printed  material  of  interest  to  them  might  be  sent  to  their 
homes  from  time  to  time.   If  this  sort  of  thing  is  done  with  grace  and  effectiveness, 
both  the  library  and  the  commiunity  will  be  helped.   The  public  will  learn  more  of 
the  values  of  library  and  educational  work.   Progressive  methods  will  more  easily 
be  introduced  into  the  community. 

Further  emphasis  on  friends  of  the  library  associations  will  also  be  of  value. 
Through  them  community  support  and  understanding  can  be  increased.   Important  service 
to  the  library  in  publicity,  finance,  legislative  support,  the  organization  of  study 
groups,  end  the  like  can  be  secured.   The  Mexican  Bookmobiles  were  instituted 
through  such  associations.   It  is  important  that  the  membership  of  these  associa- 
tions be  representative  of  the  entire  community. 

A  third  suggestion  is  that  one  or  more  field  vrorkers  be  trained  to  go  among 
the  communities  of  the  State  and  acquaint  them  with  the  possibilities  of  library 
community  vrork.   Field  workers  of  this  sort  v^ould  be  of  the  greatest  value  in 
communities  which  nov;-  have  no  librar^r  service  —  and  in  Montana  that  includes  more 
than  200,000  people  —  but  they  would  also  be  of  value  in  acquainting  small  librar- 
ies and  librarians  with  modern  m.'jthods  of  community  service.   They  should  be  library 
evangelists,  informed,  intelligent,  tactful,  but  with  a  modern  mission  to  perform. 
They  would  be  of  groat  service  as  roving  librarians,  travelling  coordinators,  in 
facilitating  the  exchange  of  services  and  books  among  communities  and  in  helping 
to  bring  in  new  ser-'/ices  to  cominunities  that  do  not  now  have  them. 

The  fourth  suggestion  is  that  a  section  of  the  State  Library  Association 
r.ceting  in  the  spring  be  devoted  to  library  community  work,  its  possible  methods, 
vehicles,  its  objectives  and  its  educrtional  preparation.   Part  of  this  section 
should  be  for  the  benefit  of  librE:ry  board  members  and  others  outside  of  the  profess- 
ion who  ma.y  be  of  value  in  helping  libraries  and  librarians  in  reaching  and  serving 
human  needs  and  human  beings  in  the  communities  of  /"!ontana. 

These  pre  my  four  suggestions.   I  offer  them  tentntively.

An  ACT  TO  M'^TD   Section  1575.1  of  the  Revised  Coses  of  Montana  of  1935,  relating 
to  State  Library  Extension  Commission,  method  of  appointing  members,  term  of  office 
and  providing  reimbursement  for  necessary  expenses;  to  amend  Section  15  75.2  of  the 
Revised  Codes  of  Ttontana  of  1935,  relating  to  powers  and  duties  of  the  State 
Library  Extension  CorranisGion;  to  add  a  nev/  section  to  be  designated  section  1575.3, 
relating  to  the  emplo^,'ment  of  a  secretary  and  assistants  for  said  Stcto  Library 
Extension  Comrnission;  to  add  r.   now  section  to  be  designated  section  1575.4,  empov/er- 
ing  the  State  Library  Extension  Commission  to  accept  and  administer  funds. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE  LSGISLATIi/E  ASSE-^'BLY  OF  TIIE  STATE  OF  'TONTANA: 

Section  1.   That  section  1575,1  of  the  Revised  Codos  of  Montana  of  1935,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"1575.1  State  Library  Extension  Commission  created.   A  commission  is  hereby  created 
to  bo  known  as  the  State  Library  extension  commission.   This  commission  sh"ll 
consist  of  the  librarian  of  the  State  University  us  chairman,  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction,  ex-officio  membor,  and  five  members  to  be  appointed  bj/'  the 
governor,  three  of  7;hom  shrll  be  selcct-ad  from  a  list  of  five  names  submitted  by 
the  Montana  State  Library  Association,  and  who  shrll  serve  one,  two,  three,  four 
and  five  years  respectively,   as  these  terms  expire,  annually  thereafter  one  person 
shall  be  appointed,  subjc.ct  to  the  method  above  provided,  for  a  term  of  three  years. 
The  members  of  said  commission  shrll  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services 
except  their  acturl  and  necessrrj'-  traveling  expenses. 

Section  2.   That  section  1575.2  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1935,  be  and 
the  sr.mc  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follovrs: 

I 

"1575.2  Powers  and  duties  of  the  commission.   T'he  work   of  the  commission  sh'-ll  be 
to  give  assistance  and  advice  to  '~11  libr'^ries  in  the  state  and  to  all  communities 
in  the  state  which  may  purpose  to  establish  libr-rios,  as  to  the  best  mer^ns  of 
establishing  and  administering  such  librrries,  or  imuroving  established  libraries, 
and  aiding  in  the  establishment  of  trrveling  librrrios;  the  commission  shall  act 
as  a  state  borrd  of  vocational  strndards  '^nd  library  examiners  nnd  perform  ''11  the 
duties  of  said  board  rs  provided  in  section  4565;  obtain,  each  year,  from  all 
libraries  in  the  state,  reports  showing  the  condition,  growth,  and  development 
and  such  othur  facts  and  statistics  rs  may  be  deemed  of  public  interest  by  the 
commission;  the  commission  shrll  rncke  a  biennial  report  to  the  governor  of  the 
state  on  or  before  the  fir.^t  day  of  Jr.nurrv  covering  the  x'^rork  of  the  comjnission, 
and  incorporating  reports  of  libraries'  in  the  strte. 

Section  3.   That  a  nev/  section  shall  be  f.dded  to  the  Code  to  be  designated  Section 
1575.3. 

"1575.3  .   EmplojnTient  of  secretary'-  rnd  assistants.   The  commission  shall  employ  c 
secretary,'  who  shall  bo  c:   trained  and  experi-'^nced  librarian,  not  a  member  of  the 
commission,  for  s':ch  com.pensation  cs  the  commission  m.ay  dt,em  adequate,  and  who  shall 
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perform  the  usual  duties  of  a  secrotr.ry  rnd  such  other  duties  c.s  mcy  be  assigned 
by  the  commission,  to  serve  c.t  the  Virill  of  the  commission.   The  commission  mry  fIso 
employ  such  other  assistants  as  shell  be  required  for  the  performance  of  the 
commission's  vrork.   In  rddition  to  their  salaries,  the  secretary  and  assistants 
shall  bo  allowed  their  actu/xl  expenses  while  absent  from  the  commission  office  in 
the  service  of  the  commission. 

Section  4.   That  a  new  section  shall  be  added  to  the  Code  to  be  designated  section 
1575.4. 

"1575.4.   Avthorization  of  commission  to  accept  and  rdminister  funds  from  Federal 
Government  and  other  agencies.   The  commission  is  hereby  designated  a  strto  library 
■.dministrative  agency  and  is  emnov/ored  to  accept  and  administer  any  money  approp- 
riated for  or  granted  to  it  by  the  Federrl  Govern' 'cnt  or  granted  or  donated  by  any 
other  agencv,  public  or  private,  for  librrry  service  in  the  state. 

Section  5.   All  acts  and  p;.rts  of  rets  in  so  far  as  the  srme  are  in  conflict  here- 
with, are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  6.   This  act  shrll  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  its  prssagc  and  approval. 


The  members  of  ^I.  S.L.A.  voted  at  its  meeting  in  T'ay  to  incorporate  into  the 
Act  a  section  on  pensions  providing  that  librarians  in  the  state  might  affiliate 
with  a  ste.te  group  having  a  pension  system.   Legal  counsel  advises  the  Logislrtivo 
Committee  that  such  a  provision  m.ay  not  bo  included  ih  the  Bill  because  the  state 
constitution  provides  thrt  not  more  than  one  subject  mr.y  be  treated  in  a  legis- 
lative act.   Therefore,  some  other  action  will  have  to  bo  taken  in  regard  to 
this  matter.

EATERY  LIBR/iPJAN'S  RESPONSIBILITY 

"I  grev/  to  be  positively  ashamed  to  say,  'I  am  from  Montana',  this  summer  as 
I  met  state  v/orkers  from  most  of  the  states  of  the  Union  at  the  Chicago  conference. 
It  is  high  time  that  .something  specific  was  done."   This  is  a  direct  quotation 
from  a  letter  received  barely  a  month  ago  voicing  one  citizen's  opinion  regarding^ 
the  meager  library  facilities  of  Montana  and  the  general  apathy  on  the  part  of  the 
citizens  v/hich  has  allovrod  it  to  place  forty-seventh  among  the  states  of  the  Union 
in  the  matter  of  state  support  for  its  library  agency. 

That  library  agency,  the  State  Library  Extension  Commission,  consists  of  three 
members,  only  one  of  ;vhom  is  active,   '"fe  need  an  agency  representative  of  the 
various  tjrpes  of  libraries  in  '.Montana,  particularly  the  public  and  county  librrries. 
And  then  wo  need  an  appropriation  to  actiTate  that  agency  and  make  it  possible  for 
it  to  pro-^Tide  the  exnerionced  leadership  needed  to  promote  the  extension  of  library 
service  to  the  remotest  corners  of  the  state.   In  many  localities  the  people  have 
long  wanted  the  books  that  this  service  could  r>rovide;  but  they  lack  familiarity 
v/'ith  the  law,  with  the  proper  methods  of  nrocodure,  and  with  the  problems  involved 
in  organizing  library  service.   Given  the  proper  leadershir),  many  would  be  enthus- 
iastic workers  in  the  cause  of  library  extension. 

Librarians  can  speak  for  the  citizens  of  the  state  before  the  state  legislat- 
ure only  if  those  citizens  have  endorsed  the  program  of  the  Montana  State  Library 
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Association  for  r.n  enlarged  State  Librcry  Extension  Commission  and  an  adequate 
appropriation  for  its  work.   That,  then  is  our  .job;  to  inform  the  people,  to  make 
clear  to  them  just  v/hat  libraries  have  to  offer  to  tho  schools,  to  the  out-of- 
school  student,  to  the  adult  seeking  further  education,  and  to  the  general  reader. 
Given  this  information,  the  citizens  of  Montana  will  understand  the  importance  of 
our  legislative  program  and' help  us  to  place  our  state  in  a  position  where  it  does 
not  have  to  be  ashamQ-d  of  its  library  facilities.

This  is  indispen- 
sable,  (if  you  want  a  list  of  the  members  of  the  com.ing  legislature, 
v;rite  to  thd  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  Helena,  or  to  Lucile 
Speer,,  State  University  Library,  Missoula.)  Get  your  friends  to 
call  legislators  in  your  county  and  see  that  representatives  of 
local  organizations  use  their  influence.   Make  sure  that  legislators 
know  about  the  state-vride  endorsements  which  our  program  has  receii/ed. 
According  to  experienced  campaigners,  this  is  our  most  important 
line  of  action. 

4.  Be  confident,  even  aggressive.'  'Ye  cannot  expect  success  if  we  take 
a.n  apologetic  manner  and  assume  that  defeat  is  inevitable.   Library 
friends  are  telling  us  that  we  can  be  successful,   Montana  is 
financially  able  to  support  adequate  library  service.  We  are  to 
blame  if  wo  do  not  reach  our  long  sought  goal  this  year.

As  J;'onta.na's  representative  on  the  Committee  on  Bibliography  of  P,  N.  L.  A,, 
I  was  interested  in  reading  the  comjnonts  made  in  the  September-October  issue  of 
the  BULLETIN,   The  statement  made  by  several  librarians  was  to  the  effect  that  they 
did  not  borrow  books  from,  the  Center  -  hence,  they  had  no  need  of  the  Center, 
Inter-library  loan  service  is  by  no  means  the  only  service  of  the  Center.   The  chief 
function  of  the  Center  is  to  act  as  a  central  agency  for  all  types  of  library 
cooperation.  A  good  foundation  has  been  laid.   The  Center  can  be  built  to  fulfill 
its  purpose  and  to  meet  the  needs  of  Montana  libraries,  but  not  without  support. 
Librarians  in  Montana  do  not  know  what  demands  v/ill  be  made  upon  them  after  the  war. 
Therefore,  we  cannot  prognosticate  pur  use  of  the  Center  nov/.   Let  us  not  consider 
support  for  the  Center  in  the  form  of  immedirte  gains  only,  but  rather  in  terms  of 
future  service  to  Montana,

The  librarians  of  the  six  units  of  the  University  of  Montana  and  members  of 
the  library  staff  of  Montana  State  University  met  informally  in  Missoula  on  Friday 
afternoon,  November  10,   Mr,  Baker  Brownsll  of  The  Montana  Study,  his  associates, 
and  Dr.  Melby,  President  of  Montana  State  University,  v/ere  also  present.   The  meeting 
was  called  by .Kathleeq,  C'-mpbell,  Montana's  representative  on  the  Committee  on  Biblio- 
graphy of  P,  N.  L.  A.  to  discuss  library  specialization  among  the  six  units  as  part 
of  the  regional  program  for  specialization  proposed  by  the  Pacific  Northvfest  Biblio- 
graphic Center.   Problems  pertaining  to  each  unit  were  discussed,  methods  for  avoid- 
ing duplication  in  periodical  holdings  and  in  exchange  material,  were  presented, 
and  committees  were  appointed  to  work  toward  a  cooperative  plr.n  in  regard  to  period- 
ical holdings  and  exchanges.   The  recommendation  was  made  and  approved  thr.t  librrr- 
ians  of  the  six  units  hold  a  meeting  each  year  in  conjunction  with  tho  conference 
of  M.  S.  L.  A. 

ON  DEFENDING  THE  FREEDOM  TO  READ  IN  LIBRARIES 

[The  Committee  on  Intellectual  Freedom  of  the  American  Library  Association 
is  anxious  to  have  the  follov>ring  statement  reach  as  wide  a  library  audience 
as  possible.   The  question  has  a  deep  concern  for  libraries;  we  hope  you 
will  cooperate  in  the  suggestion  of  A.  L,  A, , 

Every  librarian  hates  censorship.  His  decision  to  add  a  book  or  periodical  to 
the  collection  is  not  arbitrary  but  is  based  on  tho  conviction  that  the  book  is  of 
value  and  interest  to  his  patrons.   Once  he  has  made  his  decision  in  accordance 
with  that  policy,  he  should  not  be  overruled  by  persons  who  want  to  prevent  others 
from  reading  what  they  themselves  disapprove  of.   This  type  of  interference  in 
library  operation  is  frequently  accompanied  by  threats  so  serious  as  to  force  the 
librarian  to  accede  to  it.   iYhenover  he  does  accede,  he  reluctantly  restricts  the 
freedom  to  read.   Such  action  is  directly  contrary  to  the  principles  he  believes  in; 
that's  why  he  hates  censoisliip. 

The  A.  L,  A. 's  Committee  on  Intellectual  Freedom  has  been  empowered  by  the 
Executive  Board  and  Council  to  compile  a  record  of  attempts,  successful  or  not,  to 
interfere  with  the  library's  provision  of  any  book  or  periodical.   To  do  this,  it 
must  have  the  help  of  the  libraries.  We  therefore  ask  you  to  report  to  us  any 
incident  in  your  community  where  someone  or  some  group  or  organization  attempted  to 
interfere  with  the  provision  of  a  book  or  magazine.  We'd  like  to  knowi

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HISTOEY  OF  LIBRARY  LSGISLATION»  1945. 


To  llemberB  of  the  Montana  State  Library  Aasociation: 

The  editor  of  this  issue  of  the  BULLETIN  has  asked  your  legislative 
Chairman  to  write  a  history  of  the  tivo  library  bills  passed  by  the  1945  Goneral 
^sembly  of  llontana. 

You  will  reTneraber  that  the  meeting  of  the  State  Library  Association  held  last 
Kay  was  devoted  entirely  to  library  legislation.  You  voted  that  the  Association 
sponsor  two  bills  in  the  state  legislature.,  one  to  amend  the  present  law  of  the 
llontana  State  Library'  Sxtenr.ion  Coiicnission.  and  the  other  to  secure  an 
appropriation  for  the  Coiomissiono 

Your  Publicity  Committee  got  busy  in  September,  eind  did  an  outstanding  piece 
of  work,  as  you  knovj,,  Tlie  proposed  bill  to  amend  th?  present  CommisEion  law,  as 
originally  written  by  your  Legislative  Committee,  appeared  in  the  November- 
December  issvie  of  the  B^ILLLiTItlc  On  December  11,  your  President  and  the  Chairman 
of  the  Legislative  Cummittes  met  with  throe  of  the  touT   rRp-f^senta'tives  elected 
to  the  state  legislature  f:.'om  Tissoula  County  Mx   tn^sje  .repreoentati^'-es  approved 
the  proposed  ameiiar.vjnt  bill  with  cno  exception  i-i  j;eot:lon  j575o4;   i'wo  cf  the 
representative?  questioned  the  matter  cl  Fide-.'al  conr.rol  in  the  bil.'  .\;z   originally 
drawn,  and  reoommAndod  tnot  a  clause  ba  inseroed  to  uhe  effect  tlian  Federal  aid 
would  not  result  in  Fedcsrai  controls  These  tv/c  legirflators  stated  that  if  the 
proposed  bill  were  thus  qualified  in  regard  to  FedaraJ  aid,  they  would  Introduce 
the  bill  in  the  House i  Othenvise  they  looked  with  disfavor  upon  the  bill- 
Representatives  Frank  Hazelbaker  and  V/inf  j.eld  Page  of  Missoula  County,  and 
Robert  A.  Patterson  of  Hill  County  intrcduced  the  bill  amending  the  present 
Commission  law  (H.B,;98)  and  also  a  bill  drawn  ut)  by  your  Executive  and  Legis- 
lative Committees,  providing  for  a  biennial  appropriation  of  vj>?C,000  for  the 
support  of  the  Commission  (H»B,.  99)  „  ILr^   Hazelbal. ?x-  lid  a  grand  job  of  jceeping 
your  President  and  Legislative  Chairman  infor'aed  as  to  the  progress  cf  the  bills 
both  in  the  House  and  Senate «  Several  members  of  the  House  Comm:'.t-cee  on  Ftate 
Boards  and  Offices  had  questions  in  regard  to  H.B,  96t  iJr,  HazalbaJver  arranged  a 
hearing  before  this  Committee  for  your  President  and  Legislative  Chairman  to 
answer  questions  and  to  give  information  desired  by  the  Comiriittee.   The 
appropriations  bill  met  with  no  difficulty  in  the  House  Appropriations  Committee, 
and  both  bills  passed  the  House  without  a  dissenting  votes 

The  Senate  was  not  such  an  easy  matter.  Again,  the  subject  of  Federal 
control  seemed  to  be  the  fly  in  the  ointment  regarding  H^B/^B  even  though  the  bill 
contained  a  clause  guarding  against  it.  l.r.  Hazelboksr  arranged  a  hea_'i:ig  before 
the  Senate  Committee  on  State  Boards  and  Offices  so  that  your  President  and 
Legislative  Chairman  night  present  their  case^  The  Commictee  aakel  pa.rtir.ent  and 
intelligent  questions  regarding  the  State  Library  Sxtenoicn  v^ormissicn  and  at 
the  completion  of  the  hearing  advised  your  President  and  LegisJ.ati/e  Ghainnan 
that  their  questions  had  been  answered  fully  an-l   satisfactcrily,.  The  Senate 
Committee  J  however,  recommended  severa3  slight  changes  iv   wording  and  one 
araendment  to  H,B.  98   llie  amendment  pertained  to  membership  of  tho  Commission 
and  lihe  method  of  appointment.  Lumbers  of  the  Senate  Committee  objectod  to  a 
commission  of  seven  members  stating  that  so  large  a  commi^^sion  was  unwieldy,  and 
recommended  a  commission  of  five  memberso  The  Committee  further  objected  to 
appointments  having  to  be  made  from  a  list  submitted  by  the  State  Library 
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HISTORy  (CON) 

Association,  This  objection  was  based  on  the  fact  that  the  Governor  had  already 
vetoed  several  bills  containing  such  reconmendations  because  he  refused  to  be 
dictated  to  in  making  appointments  to  offices  and  commissions.  Those  of  you  who 
were  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  3r,a-&e  Library  Assc.cla-':ion  last  Luy  will 
remember  that  the  AGrooiaticn  was  divided  or  this  pcint ,  Some  of  you  believed 
that  the  Coinmi£si.or-  oaould  remain  onol"'.  and  that  the  Agsociation  should  have  no 
control  over  appoz'nci.isj-ats  to  the  CcjTimissir^nv  ^we-^er;  tht.  Aaeocj.aclon  voted 
to  increase  the  raembr^rrihip  from  thrue  to  noven  and  to  fellow  .-.he  Ourniission  law

To  date  we  have  approximately 
1800  volumes,  and  every  week  or  so  we  have  received  a  number  of  useful,  readable 
book  gifts.  At  the  present  time,  I  am  allowed  part  time  help  in  the  person  of 
l.rs,  Oliver.  The  Library  is  located  in  the  basement  of  the  Post  Office  building 
in  Cut  Bank  which  is  certainly  the  most  convenient  place  in  town  as  far  as  the 
public  is  concerned. 

Very  soon  a  branch  library  is  to  be  started  at  Browning,  and  it  is  to  be 
taken  care  of  and  located  in  the  club  room  of  the  IVar  tiothers'  Club, 

The  Cut  Bank  V/oman's  Club  and  the  CJold  Star  L'ives  are  donating  books  in  the 
amount  of  #25,00  and  -^SO^OO  respectively,  to  the  library.

The  32nd  annual  meeting  of  the  Montana  State  Library  Association  was  called 
to  order  by  the  President,  Hiss  Nina  Ford,  on  Monday,  Lay,  7th,  at  9:00  A.  M, 
in  the  court  room  at  the  Hill  County  Court  House,  Twenty-three  members  were 
present. 

Layer  J,  A.  'Jright  welcomed  the  librarians  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Havre. 
Miss  Inez  Ratekin,  Vice  President  of  the  Association,  responded  to  his  v;elcome. 

Liss  Largie  Ann  Crawford,  acting  Secretary'',  due  to  the  absence  of  the  Secre- 
tary, Liss  Evelyn  Sxvant,  read  the  minutes  of  the  1944  meeting. 

Liss  Ruth  Eismann,  luSLA  Treasurer,  gave  the  1944-45  report  as  follows: 
Receipts  :)124.91.  Dues  Collected  at  Lissoula  meeting,  v38,00.  Dues  collected 
during  the  year  )41.00,  making  a  total  of  ^203.91,  Exjienses  totalled  $70.06, 
leaving  a  balance  of  ^133.85, 

Lrs.  Hazel  Christiansen,  HTLA  Lenbership  chairr.aan  for  Lontana,  reported  23 
HjLA  members  to  date.  She  urged  more  i;ontana  librarians  to  become  members 
of  PMLA. 

Liss  Kathleen  Carapbell  reported  for  the  Jimerican  Library  Association  Lember- 
ship  Committee  and  stated  there  vjere  48  ALA  members  in  Lontana  as  of  April  1st, 

i:rs.  Lois  Payson,  as  a  HXA  Board  representative,  reported  their  group  met  in 
Seattle  in  November,  Liss  Adams,  HILA  Treasurer,  attending  the  meeting.  The 
chief  item  of  interest  at  this  r.eeting  was  the  Pacific  Northwest  Bibliographic 
Center.  Its  need  for  support  from  libraries  in  the  norttavest  was  stressed, 
Liss  Doris  'Jilson  reported  Lontana  libraries  borrowed  67  pieces  of  material 
fj?om  the  Northwest  Bibliographic  Center.  Liss  Kathleen  Campbell,  Lontana 
Representative  of  the  Pacific  Northvjest  Bibliographic  Center,  stated  that  of 
the  21  libraries  which  v^ere  asked  to  give  money,  all  but  seven  have  cooperated 
and  others  offered  token  payr.ients.  She  suggested  that  the  librarians  use 
their  ovm  discretion  in  determining  their  action  with  regard  to  this  matter. 
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Hiss  Doris  V/ilson  reported  there  is  to  be  no  new  supplement  to  the  MSLA 
Directory  at  this  time,  but  a  sheet  of  corrections  had  been  made  and  was 
included  in  the  March-April  LSLA  Bulletin.  She  also  reported  on  the 
Readjustment  Conference  which  strove  to  clarify  needs  and  methods  for  veterans 
and  youth  groups. 

Hiss  Kathleen  Campbell,  Legislative  Chairman,  and  Kiss  Ratekin,  Publicity 
Chairman,  requested  that  their  statements  in  the  January-February  issue  of 
the  BULLSTII\[  be  accepted  as  their  reports. 

Liss  Ann  IThitmack,  Representative  for  Federal  Relations,  reported  that  the 
American  Library  Association  is  attempting  to  establish  a  lobby  or  pressure 
group  to  try  and  integrate  the  libraries  into  the  government  and  that  the  sum 
of  $95,00  be  given  by  Montana  librarians  for  the  library  development  fund. 
As  yet ,  there  v;as  no  news  about  some  surplus  items ,  but  books  were  seemingly 
going  to  be  retained  by  uhe  government  agencies  for  overseas  use. 

Kiss  Ellen  Torgrimson  reported  for  the  County  and  Regional  Libraries  Committee 
that  the  organizing  of  new  libraries  was  pending  in  Toole,  Dawson,  and  Teton 
counties.  Mrs,  Roberts  of  Chouteau,  who  was  present,  reported  on  the  action 
being  taken  there  to  get  a  county  library.  Prairie  County  has  organized  a 
library  under  the  supervision  of  the  Covmty  Supt.  of  Schools  but  nothing  more 
was  known  about  it.  G-lacier  County  Library  is  now  functioning.  V/ith  the  new 
appropriation,  the  viork   done  by  the  Commission  will  be  of  great  value  to  the 
new  projects.  Miss  Jean  Lewis  stated  that  work  was  being  carried  on  in 
Ravalli  County  toward  a  county  librar:/  system  and  that  Lake  and  Fergus  Counties 
were  also  making  a  start  toward  county  libraries. 

The  acting  secretary  read  the  report  prepared  by  M.  Catharine  IThite  on 
certification  procedures  in  other  states  and  her  suggestions  for  a  practical 
one  for  Montana. 

Miss  Ford  gave  her  report  of  her  activities  as  the  MSLA  President.  She  ex- 
pressed her  appreciation  of  the  help  given  her  by  her  committees.  The 
Executive  committee  foimd  it  necessary  to  have  several  meeting  to  discuss 
the  legislative  campaign.  Contacts  with  many  organizations  were  made  about 
the  campaign.  She  acted  as  the  member  from  the  Association  at  the  Montana 
Study,  A  meeting  with  Miss  Ireland  was  held  and  the  matter  of  the  proposed 
legislation  taken  up.  Mr.  Page  and  Mr,  Hazelbaker  were  contacted  and  induced 
to  introduce  the  proposed  measures.  A  radio  program  was  given  for  publicizing 
the  legislative  campaign.  This  broadcast  was  given  during  the  time  allotted 
to  the  University  Hour.  Miss  Ford  and  Miss  Campbell  appeared  at  Helena  for 
the  hearings  for  the  bills.  Miss  Ireland  asked  Miss  Ford  to  serve  on  the 
board  for  the  revision  of  secondary  curriculum.  A  suggestion  was  made  at 
this  time  to  suggest  to  this  board  that  the  skill  of  using  library  facilities 
be  taught  to  the  students. 

Letters,  commending  the  i^LA  on  their  successful  legislative  campaign,  were 
read.  They  were  from  Carl  Vitz,  A.L.A,  President;  J.  L.  Gleason,  Sec,  of 
Montana  School  Boards  Association;  Ralph  Esterquist,  Director  of  the  Pacific 
Northwest  Bibliographic  Center;  Virginia  Sanders,  a  foraier  MSLA  member;  and 
Clara  Main,  a  longtime  l^SLA  member.  A  letter  regarding  the  fact  that  the 
Montana  State  Library  Association  was  now  eligible  to  have  a  representative 
to  the  A.L.A.  was  read.  It  was  written  by  Carl  Milam,  Executive  Secretary  bf 
the  A.L.A. 
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Bills  amounting  to  ^58.67  were  presented  and  approved  for  payment,

Lrs,  Label  Liller  nasle  a  motion  that  the  Association  express  their  appreciation 
for  the  hard  work  which  v;as  done  on  the  LoLA  Legislative  Campaign  by  Liss 
Campbell  and  Liss  Ford,  Liss  Ratekin  suggested  that  the  Resolutions  Committee 
take  care  of  this  in  their  resolutions. 

A  discussion  of  vocational  standards  of  Lontana  librarians,  based  on  Liss 
IThite's  research  paper  on  this  subject,  was  presented  by  Liss  Campbell.  She 
asked  the  L3LA  for  their  suggestion  of  a  feasible  y^lan  for  Certification  in 
Lontana.  She  stressed  the  fact  that  this  would  not  be  compulsory  certification. 
Liss  Ford  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  plan  of  Certification  is  not 
directed  at  any  lantrained  or  trained  Lontana  librarians. 

Liss  Elsie  Lundborg  brought  up  the  m.atter  of  the  need  for  a  short  library 
course  for  small  local  libraries  and  schools.  A  discussion  relative  to  this 
matter  followed.  It  was  suggested  that  recommendation  be  made  to  the  State 
Dept.  of  Education  that  a  course  of  library  training  be  put  into  the  public 
schools.  i;iss  Lundborg  suggested  that  the  use  of  the  library  facilities  and 
tools  be  worked  into  the  regular  academic  courses.  It  was  also  suggested 
that  teachers  be  required  to  take  some  sort  of  simple  library  course.  Liss 
Ratekin  requested  that  she  be  allowed  a  committee  to  cooperat:-  on  educational 
problems  this  coming  year. 

Lrs.  Liller  discussed  the  new  employees  pension  plan  which  librarians  are 
entitled  to  coiae  under. 
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A  banquet  was  held  at  the  Northern  Montana  College  V/omen'  s  Residence  Hall  on 
Londay  evening.  Liss  Sismann  presided  and  Dr,  Van  de  Bogard,  President  of 
Northern  llontana  College  v;as  guest  speaker.  His  subject  was  "The  State  i'^ide 
Campus",  Eiss  Litzi  l.yers  of  Great  Falls,  a  student  at  the  college  presented 
several  violin  selections.  A  brief  tribute  to  Liss  Ellen  Torgrinson,  who  is 
leaving  the  stat^.  was  given  by  Hiss  Sismann. 


The  meeting  vms  called  to  order  at  9:00  A.  L.  Tuesday.  This  being  V-E  Day, 
l.;iss  Forii  spoke  a  few  vjords  on  v.'hat  it  meant  to  each  individual,  and  a 
moment  of  silent  tribute  was  paid. ■ 

The  m,inutes  of  llonday*  s  meetings  were  read  and  a  letter  of  best  vjishes  to 
the  success  of  the  meeting  from  Liss  Virginia  Sanders  was  read. 

A  discussion  on  libraries  in  relation  to  the  Lontana  Study  was  presented  by 
Liss  YJhitraack.  She  told  of  her  studies  of  agriculture  and  family  relation- 
ships. The  problem  seems  to  be  to  get  people  to  cor..e  back  to  the  fan..s  in 
Lontana  and  remain  there;  and  if  our  present  institutions  are  to  continue, 
the  financial  aid  that  came  vjith  the  more  nuirierous  population  must  be  had. 
The  libi'arians*  part  in  this  problem  is  to  understand  the  people's  needs  and 
be  able  to  suggest  and  supply  the  books  to  fill  this  need. 

Liss  Campbell  presented  a  discussion  on  county  library  organization  in 
Lontana.  Procedures  for  starting  libraries  were  outlined.  She  said  many 
questions  pour  in  to  her  on  how  much  of  a  levy  is  necessary,  the  percentage 
of  petition  signers,  etc.  The  tax  levy  is  the  only  means  of  county  support 
of  libraries  and  ten  per  cent  of  the  assessed  population  must  sign  the 
petition.  Leetinr-s  must  be  held  and  advertised  in  order  to  establish  the 
library.  She  advocated  the  establishment  of  regional  libraries  in  some 
areas  of  Lontana  instead  of  a  county  library. 

Lrs,  Patterson  directed  a  discussion  on  county  library  organization.  She  ex- 
pressed her  belief  in  the  value  of  a  bookraobile  in  areas  x;here  it  is  possible 
as  a  means  of  getting  the  books  to  the  people.  Liss  Lewis  and  Liss  Crawford 
gave  reports  on  developments  in  their  new  county  libraries. 

Lrs.  licLullen  gave  a  talk  on  "Local  History  Laterial  in  Libraries  and  the  work 
of  the  American  Pioneer  Trails  Association",  This  project,  as  ^.'ell  as  others, 
on  our  state  history  are  of  special  interest  to  librarians  and  she  also  told 
of  some  publications  issued  in  connection  with  the  special  project,  and  of 
what  was  being  done  in  the  state  v.'ith  regard  to  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Anniversary. 
Other  members  told  of  other  orojects  and  celebrations  in  this  same  field,  and 
described  scrapbooks,  collections,  etc.,  they  were  making  of  their  local 
communities  history.  Liss  Ford  suggested  that  Lontana  writers  be  a  future 
subject  of  discussion  and  Liss  Cairipbell  asked  for  material  to  be  used  in  radio 
programs  which  the  University  Hour  were  plamiing. 


A  luncheon  was  held  at  the  Elk's  Club.  Lrs,  Lange  of  Havre,  presided  and  Lr, 
Robert  Patterson  of  Havre,  was  guest  speaker,  who  spoke  in  Lontana  Legislatures,

Comnittee  reports  were  the  main  iteri.  of  business  during  the  last  session  of 
the  Association  v;hich  v;as  called  at  2:00  P.  t. 

The  Certification  report  was  i.iade  by  Liss  Lewis,  who  made  the  following  sug- 
gestions:  The  Certification  is  to  be  purely  voluntary.  Ti70  alternatives  for 
certification  are  :50ssible:  Persons  now  employed  in  libraries  when  the  plan 
goes  into  effect"  nay  be  civen  limited  life  certificates,  good  only  in  the 
particular  librarj'  specified;  they  may  obtain  certificates  based  on  their 
qualifications  according  to  a  point  classification.  A  fee  of  v2.00  was 
suggested  for  each  certificate  issued.  No  decision  as  to  whether  the  Certi- 
fica.es  should  be  renevjable  or  not  was  made. 

At  this  time  an  interruption  in  the  reports  vms  made.  A  large  world  globe  v;as 
presented  the  Havre  Public  Library  by  the  local  American  Legion  Post.  One  of 
their  members  made  the  presentation  speech  and  Lrs.  Lange,  librarian  of  the 
Havre  Public  Library  accepted  the  .^ift  for  the  institution, 

A  report  of  the  P.esolutions  Committee  vjas  made  by  Hiss  'Jilson.  The  Secretary 
vfas  instructed  to  enter  them  and  to  send  copies  to  the  following:  Lr. 
Hazelbaker,  Lr.  Arnold,  Tlie  Legislative  Coraittee  and  their  chairman  pro- tern, 
Liss  Ford, 

An  invitation  to  the  Association  to  hold  their  next  year's  meeting  at  Helena 
vjas  read  by  Lrs,  Christiansen.  This  invitation  was  accepted. 

The  report  of  the  nominating  coriimittee  then  folloived:   It  was  read  by  Lrs. 
Payson  and  was  as  folJovis.  President,  Liss  Ratekin,  Vice-President -aiid 
president  elect,  Elsie  Lundberg,  Treasurer,  Lrs.  Lcl.ullen,  Secretary,  Largie 
Ann  Cra^"ford  and  ALA  Coujicillor,  Liss  Catherine  'Jhite.

I 
can*t  recall  that  vje  accomplished  anything.

After  devoting  an  aggregate  of  68  years  to  the  deyeloptnent  of  the 
Great  Falls  public  library  and  becoming  known  to  nearly  every  child  and 
most  of  the  adults  in  the  city,  Louise  K.  Fernald,  librarian,  and 
Josephine  3.  Trigg,  children's  librarian,  have  concluded  their  service 
xvith  the  institution.  Appointment  of  Largaret  Fulmer  of  Evanston,  111., 
as  librarian  was  announced  Tuesday  by  Uayor  Fritz  Norby. 

Resignations  of  Hiss  Fernald  and  Liss  Trigg  vjere  due  to  ill  health. 
Hiss  Fernald  has  been  librarian  for  33  years,  while  Miss  Trigg  has  been 
connected  vjith  the  librarj'  for  35  years. 

EKPRSSS  RZGRSTS 

Norby  said  the  resignations  had  been  accepted  by  the  board  of  library 
trustees  ".vith  sincere  regret  and  emphasized  the  great  services  performed 
by  liliss  Fernald  and  Liss  Trigg  in  the  advancement  of  the  cultural  and 
educational  lives  of  thousands  of  persons  and  the  city. 

Hiss  Fulmer  Tuesday  afternoon  wired  her  acceptance  of  the  position 
of  librarian.   She  is  a  native  of  Concordia,  Kan.,  and  graduated  from  the 
Hastings,  r^eb.  ,  high  school,  Hastings  college  and  the  University  of 
Nebraska.  She  also  studied  at  the  University  of  VJisconsin  and  Colurabia 
university. 

She  was  assistant  librarian  of  the  Carnegie  library  at  Hastings  from 
1925  to  1927  and  from  1930  to  1933  was  reference  librarian  of  the  North 
Dakota  state  library  coim.iission  at  Bismarck.  From  1933  to  1936  was  librarian 
at  Hastings  and  froi;;  1936  to  1944  was  head  of  the  oublic  library  at  Billings. 
Since  .1044  she  has  been  an  assistant  of  the  public  library  association  in 
Chicago. 

CAPABLI  3:-ZJCUTIVS 

She  '.vas  selected  by  the  local  oard  from  a  number  of  applicants  and 
both  Liss  Fernald  and  Liss  Trigg  declared  that  the  new  library  head  is  a 
highly  qualified,  capable  executive. 

Liss  Fernald  graduated  from  the  Pratt  Institute  for  Librarians  at 
Brooklyn,  N.Y. ,  the  institution  being  one  of  the  first  in  the  nation  to 
train  library  personnel.  For  several  years  she  xras  librarian  at  Rochester, 
Linn.,  and  in  December,  1912,  came  to  Great  Falls  to  head  the  local  in- 
stitution. 

Her  standing  in  Lontana  library  circles  is  attested  to  by  the  fact 
that  she  twice  served  as  president  of  the  Lontana  Librarians  association. 
During  her  service,  functions  of  the  library  increased  greatly  and  the 
number  of  volumes  increased  from  approzimately  18,000  to  more  than  57,000.

Liss  Trigg  was  born  in  Bronson,  Lich. ,  and  she  caiue  to  Great  Falls 
in  1888.  ohe  v/as  one  of  four  in  the  firtit  Great  Falls  high  school 
graduatinf-;  class  in  1895,   In  lf;94  she  became  supervisor  of  music  and 
dravdne  in  Great  Falls  schools.  Expansion  of  the  department  resulted 
two  years  later  in  l.iss  Trigc  being  assigned  to  the  art  •  ork. 

In  1909  Liss  Trigg  ;or!ced  without  pay  for  six  months  under  the  • 
supervision  of  Jennie  I...  Connor,  who  completed  the  course  in  children's 
library'  I'ork  at  the  Carnecie  library  at  Pittsburgh.  After  this  period 
of  supervision,  Liss  Trigg  in  1910  became  children's  librarian. 

In  cornmenting  on  their  retirement,  Liss  Fernald  and  Liss  Trigg  de- 
clared that  they  had  derived  the  greatest  happiness  in  helping  children 
to  gain  a  true  appreciation  of  readin;;  anc  Vie   acquirement  of  knowledge 
and  pleasure  through  books.  Lany  of  these  "children"  now  are  middle-aged 
leaders  of  the  comraunity.

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A  iUAREiR-CaJTURy  OF  A.L.Ay 

The  ^erican  Library  Association  this  year  marks  its  twenty-fifth  anniversary 
under  the  secretaryship  of  Carl  H.  Lilam,  and  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
the  "Enlarged  Prograra.*  For  the  library  profession,  and  for  the  A,L.A. ,  these 
have  been  tv;enty-five  creative  years,  v;hich  have  brought  out  the  best  that  many 
librarians  have  had  to  give,  and  '.vhich  have  broadened  the  scope  of  library 
service  far  beyond  its  conception  in  1920, 

The  importance  of  the  Enlarged  Program  lies  in  its  adoption  by  the  A.L.A.  at  a 
time  when  optimism  about  the  future  ran  high;  and  when  energy  and  vision  vi/ere 
available  for  its  gradual  accomplishment  over  the  next  quarter  centurj'-.  The 
leaders  of  the  '208  put  their  best  thought  into  this  plan  for  an  expanded,  more 
vital  A.L.A.  All  over  the  nation  there  ivas  an  appetite  for  progress. 

Librarians  were  elated  over  their  excellent  record  of  service  in  the  first 
?/orld  War  which  had  been  iiiade  possible  by  adequate  funds  and  a  united  pro- 
fessional front.  They  vjere  reluctant  to  let  the  impetus  die,  before  it  con- 
tributed to  a  peacetime  prograi:;  of  equal  proportions. 

But  the  pre-war  A. L.A.  was  incapable  of  -jhat  its  leaders  now  expected  of  it. 
H  ence  the  Enlarged  Program,  which  took  the  future  fiiT.;ly  in  hand,  mapped  it 
out,  called  for  funds  totalling  02,000,000,  and  recomraended  the  reorganization 
and  expansion  of  headquarters. 

The  areas  of  library  service  destined  for  future  importance  as  visualized  in 
1920  are  interesting.   They  were  library  extension,  including  children's  and 
school  libraries;  work  vnth  the  foreign-bom;  adult  education;  books  for  the 
blind;  institutional  and  special  libraries;  a  program  of  international  good 
will;  general  publicity;  professiounl  publishing;  personnel  standards  and 
\velfare;  and  follovj-up  on  A.L.A. 's  vvar  service  to  the  merchant  marine,  war 
industries  and  hospitalized  veterans. 

Looking  at  A. L.A.  as  it  was  then,  it  is  possible  to  see  how  over-ambitious  the 
Program  sounded.  Tliere  vjas  almost  no  machinery  to  coordinate  efforts  or  to 
assemble  information  in  most  of  these  fields.   "Library  extension"  and  "adult 
education"  were  such  new  ideas  that  there  were  not  even  volunteer  committees  in 
their  behalf. 

The  officers  of  A.L.A.  and  the  authors  of  the  Program  did  not  suppose  that  all 
its  objectives  could  be  accomplished  within  a  few  m.onths,  or  even  within  a  few 
years.  They  thought  it  would  take  at  least  three  years  to  raise  the  necessary 
money  and  to  build  up  an  organization  equipped  to  handle  the  nexv  and  enlarged 
duties  of  the  A.L.A. 

Although  librarians  did  not  contribute  the  $2, 000; 000  which  could  have  put  the 
Program  into  operation  immediately,  the  Association  has  managed  to  carry  out  most 
of  its  objectives  piece-meal.   In  some  cases,  the  Association  has  far  outstripped 
the  PrograjTi.  In  others  the  objectives  have  changed.  Some  of  the  goals  have  not 
yet  been  reached,  and  some  new  goals  have  been  added. 

But  in  the  r.ain,  the  Enlarged  Prograrr.  has  been  carried  out.  The  best  proof  of 
this  is  the  fact  that  it  is  no  longer  regarded  as  ^enlarged".  V/here  some  of  the 
A.L.A. 's  4500  members  in  1920  considered  it  a  fanciful  pipe-dream,  most  of  A.L.A. 's 
15,000  members  today  take  its  definition  of  A.L.A. 's  job  for  granted.

The  V/ar  Service  Library  Division  re  eived  reports  froru  62  clubs  and  the  De- 
partment of  Education  Library  Service  Division  from  77,  The  information  on 
them  showed  that  Lontana  '.vorr.en  are  aware  of  the  need  in  this  field. 

Our  main  objective  this  year  vias   the  supoort  of  the  legislation  sponsored  by 
the  Montana  State  Library  Association  to  amend  the  State  Library  Extension  Com- 
mission law  and  to  secure  an  ap  irooriatlon  for  this  Commission.  Everyone  was 
glad  '.vhen  both  bills  passed,  but  -ve  must  keep  on  the  alert  to  cooperate  vdth  the 
new  Commission  to  improve  library  service  in  our  state.  The  following  clubs  re- 
port that  they  supported  these  iieaures:  BAiDilR,  da-iTDHT  (Kalispell),  COKRAD, 
CUSTj^R,  I:.^T  lELSl'^A,  -^rJiLt^Zii.
